Democrats Adopt New Rules For 
Choosing Convention Delegates 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Democratic Party has adopted 
new rules for choosing its na­ 
tional convention delegates that 
could end the era of firstballot 
presidential nominations.

In the rapidly-changing world 
of athletics it is foolish to hang 
the label “ minor sport” on a 
particular game, because five 
or ten years can change its 
status drastically.

The key to popularizing any 
sport is to get youngsters play­ 
ing it, and that is just what is 
happening with lacrosse.

With institutions still largely 
on the sidelines, volume totaled 
74,041,650 shares, compared 
with 57,909,430 a week earlier, 
and with 85.877,410 the year 
before. 
The week's light volume fig­ 
ures. as well as the encourag­ 
ing breadth figures, suggest the 
individual trader, as against 
the institutional money manag­ 
er, has been minding the mar­ 
ket for the past few weeks. The 
danger here, according to some 
analysts, is the public has been 
inclined lately to buy on the 
basis of transitory concepts, 
rather than corporate sound­ 
ness. When such “ concepts” 
fall out of vogue, stocks that 
rose on that basis may drop 
like a bomb. 
In recent weeks, for example, 
"natural resource ” stocks in­ 


volved in the mining of nonfer- 
rous metals and other earth 
resources have risen on the 
rationale they represent a 
hedge against inflation. This 
week, such stocks as Kenneeott, 
Anaconda, Callahan Mining, 
Newmont Mining, Phelps 
Dodge, and International Min­ 
ing were point-sized losers in 
profit taking. Nonetheless, the 
concept of “ inflation hedge” 
has so far kept these stocks at 
exceptionally high levels. 
A more extreme case of “con­ 
cept buying” has taken the gold 
mining group to levels double 
and triple that of a year ago. 
The primary reason for this 
group’s rise is similar to the 
natural resource group. In a 
time of inflation, and worldwide 
monetary uncertainty, people 
gravitate to precious metals 
and othe*" earth resources. 
“The uasic conditions that 
took gold stocks up all these 
months, particularly inflation, 
remain in force,” analyst 
Monte Gordon of Dre>’fus Corp. 
said. “Some correction may be 
due, but in the long term, gold 
stocks still have fundamental 
support.” 
Larry W’achtel of Bache & Co 
disagreed. "The handwriting is 
on the wall.” he said. “ .All gold 
stock technicians I know are 
recommending selling." 
The gold bubble may not 
have burst yet, but stocks in the 
group were hit hard this week 
in profit taking. Dome Mines 
feU 7 1-2, ASA Ltd. 6 5^, 
Homestake Mining 6 1-8, and 
Campbell Red Lake 3 '>'8. 
The standout gainers on the 
Big Board were glamors and 
special situation stocks. In the 
glamor group. Burroughs 
climbed 15 'n. Mountain Fuel 
Supply 9 1-8, Digital Equipment

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NEW YORK (UPI) - Stocks 
moved aimlessly on the New 
York Stock Exchange this 
week, with nervous profit tak­ 
ing partially offsetting a flow of 
favorable Middle East news. 
The Dow Jones industrial av­ 
erage fell 4. 7 to 851.92. The 
decline cut short a two-week 
climb of nearly 60 points in the 
Dow in response to rising hopes 
for a quick end to the Arab oil 
embargo. The week’s Middle 
East peace trip by Secretary' of 
State 
Henry 
A. 
Kissinger 
produced numerous events to 
encourage those hopes, but by 
mid-week, the market’s lacklus­ 
ter performance suggested 
most of the good Middle East 
news already had been dis­ 
counted by Wall Street. 
Standard & Poor’s 500-stock 
index dropped 0.14 to 95.39. The 
NYSE index moved 0.23 higher 
to 51.00. 
Advances led declines. 1,080 
to 598, among the 1.985 issues 
traded. 
With institutions still largely 
on the sidelines, volume totaled 
74.041.650 shares, compared 
with 57,909,430 a week earlier, 
and with 85.877.410 the year 
before. 
The week s light volume fig­ 
ures. as well as the encourag­ 
ing breadth figures, suggest the 
individual trader, as against 
the institutional money manag­ 
er. has been minding the mar­ 
ket for the past few weeks. The 
danger here, according to some 
analysts, is the public has been 
inclined lately to buy on the 
basis of transitory concepts, 
rather than corporate sound­ 
ness. 
When such “concepts” 
fall out of vogue, stocks that 
rose on that basis may drop 
like a bomb. 
In recent weeks, for example, 
“natural resource'’ stocks in­ 


volved in the mining of nonfer­ 
rous metals and other earth 
resources have risen on the 
rationale they 
represent a 
hedge against inflation. This 
week, such stocks as Kennecott, 
Anaconda, Callahan Mining, 
Newmont 
M ining, 
Phelps 
Dodge, and International Min­ 
ing were point-sized losers in 
profit taking. Nonetheless, the 
concept of “inflation hedge 
has so far kept these stocks at 
exceptionally high levels. 
A more extreme case of “con­ 
cept buying" has taken the gold 
mining group to levels double 
and triple that of a year ago. 
The primary reason for this 
group's rise is similar to the 
natural resource group. In a 
time of inflation, and worldwide 
monetary uncertainty, people 
gravitate to precious metals 
and other earth resources. 
“The basic conditions that 
took gold stocks up all these 
months, particularly inflation, 
remain 
in 
force,” 
analyst 
Monte Gordon of Dreyfus Corp 
said “Some correction may be 
due, but in the long term, gold 
stocks still have fundamental 
support." 
I^arry Wachtel of Bache & Co 
disagreed “The handwriting is 
on the wall.” he said. “ All gold 
stock technicians I know are 
recommending selling. 
The gold bubble may not 
have burst yet, but stocks in the 
group were hit hard this week 
in profit taking. Dome Mines 
fell 7 1-2, ASA 
Ltd. 6 W , 
Homestake Mining 6 1-8. and 
Campbell Red Lake 3 4. 
The standout gainers on the 
Big Board were glamors and 
special situation stocks. In the 
glam or group.

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BLIND FOR YEAR 
Diabetes Doesn't 
Stop One Woman

Because of lifelong diabetes, 
Bobbie Ferguson of Santa Vene­ 
tia lived blind for a year and 
has had to have her right leg 
amputated at the knee 
"I'm very shy — about a 
foot!” she quips about it to put 
a newcomer at ease. Far from 
shy. Mrs. Ferguson spends at 
least one day a week working in 
the office of the Marin Diabetes 
Association typing and reassur­ 
ing others, has taken field trips 
with her 10-year-old daughter

done to determine the cumula­ 
tive effects, if any, of mari­ 
juana on constant users. 
The February, 1974 issue of 
the journal Science carries a 
report of the work done by our 
Dr Gabriel Nahas and his col­ 
leagues here at Columbia Uni­ 
versity. 
'Their study shows that habit­ 
ual marijuana smoking weak­ 
ens the body’s immune defen­ 
ses against disease and inhibits 
the division of ceils that spe­ 
cialize in these defenses. 'The 
findings represent the first di­ 
rect evidence of cellular dam ­ 
age from marijuana in man. 
The doctors tested blood sam­ 
ples of pot smokers against 
blood samples of non-users and 
found marked cell differences, 
abnormal cell divisions, and 
chromosom e breakage. They 
further report they have ol> 
served that marijuana products 
accumulate in the germ cells of 
the testes and ovaries. 
Dr Nahas and his team urge 
furth e r in ve stiga tion along 
these lines before legalization 
of the drug is considered — A. 
E.. Columbia University, Col­ 
lege of Physicians and Sur­ 
geons. New York.

DEFINrrELY DO not use a 
bail point needle for everything 
—use them for knitted fabrics 
only. Ball point needles come in 
different sizes. If you are work­ 
ing with a tricot knit, or a fine 
matte jersey, it is important 
that you use the finest or small­ 
est size needle and change sizes 
according to the weight of the 
fabric. Many tim es skipped 
stitches you experience in loiits 
occur because of using the 
wrong size or type of needle. 
A blunt needle will cause the 
threads to pull as you stitch 
your fabric. Once these threads 
arc pulled, they usuaUy will 
never be able to be disguised. 
Use a regular needle for all 
woven fabrics, again changing 
the size according to the weight 
of the fabric. 
If you sew over pins, you will 
have to change needles more 
often, as they tend to get tiny 
snags on them which could tear 
fabric. Two new needles availa­ 
ble are the needles especially 
designed for real leather and 
the needles designed for button­ 
hole twist. 
Your sewing machine is an 
expensive item to be treasured 
and taken care of. It's sturdy 
and yet very delicate, so treat 
it with "tender loving care” 
and it win perform lovingly for 
you. 
It's false economy to try to 
sharpen needles. 'This is the 
least expensive accessory you 
will use, and sharpening is nev­ 
er ver>’ successful. 
Often the em ery bits that 
come off the needle from the 
needle sharpeners can clog up 
your machine. 


HTHLE WE RE on the sub^ 
jcct of your machine, here are 
just a few other reminders.

THERE OUGHT TO BE A LAW

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
The California Supreme Court 
today ordered San Francisco 
Attorney Melv in Belli suspend 
ed from the practice of law for 
30 day s. 
The court ruled that two of 
Belli’s activities were violation s 
of the state rules of profession al 
con d uct which prohibit a law­ 
y er from solicitin g profession al 
employ men t by ad vertisemen t 
or otherwise. 
The State Bar had charg ed 
Belli with other v iolations as 
well and recommended a one- 
y ear suspension. 
The hig h court, howev er, 
ruled that the other acts of 
which Belli was accused were 
protected by the Constitution. 
The court ordered the suspen­ 
sion 
on the basis of letters 
distributed to national news 
mag azines by Belli’s manag er, 
Richard Fulton , which d e­ 
scribed Belli as a “brillian t 
attorn ey “ an d an n oun ced the 
20th an n iversary of his lecture 
series. The other d isciplin ary 
recommen d ation was for an ad ­ 
vertisemen t in which Belli ap­ 
peared en d orsin g a Scotch 
whiskey . 
The high court d ecision was 
6 -1, with Justice William E. 
Clark filin g a d issen t. He said 
Belli’s “ flamboy an t lifesty le 
has n o d oubt offen d ed man y a 
lawy er an d jud ge. But while the 
facts before us may affron t our 
sen se of profession al d ign ity ,

High court slap 


Belli Gets 
A 30-Day 
Suspension 


SAN FRANCISCO (EPI) - 
The California Supreme Court 
today ordered San Francisco 
Attorney Melvin Belli suspend 
ed from the practice of law for 
30 days. 
The court ruled that two of 
Beili s activities were violations 
of the state rules of professional 
conduct which prohibit a law­ 
yer from soliciting professional 
employment by advertisement 
or otherwise 
The State Bar had charged 
Belli with other violations as 
well and recommended a one- 
year suspension. 
The high court, however, 
ruled that the other acts of 
which Belli was accused were 
protected by the Constitution 
The court ordered the suspen­ 
sion on the basis of letters 
distributed to national news 
magazines by Belli’s manager, 
Richard Fulton, which de­ 
scribed Belli as a “brilliant 
attorney” and announced the 
20th anniversary' of his lecture 
series. The other disciplinary 
recommendation was for an ad­ 
vertisement in which Belli ap­ 
peared endorsing a Scotch 
whiskey. 
The high court decision was 
ti-1, with Justice William E. 
Clark filing a dissent. He said 
Belies “ flamboyant lifestyle 
has no doubt offended many a 
lawyer and judge. But while the 
facts before us may affront our 
sense of professional dignity, 
they fail to support suspension

Its Musical Laurels 


TUESDAY NIGHTS Marin 
Symphony concert was notable 
for a combination of reasons. 
The program, as I-J music 
critic Sylvia Ruby put it, “did 
not contain any popular favor­ 
ites.” 
While Richard Strauss’ “Don 
Quixote” was “ m asterfully 
played and contained many of 
the evening’s finest moments,’’ 
it “did not bring an enthusias­ 
tic response from the audi­ 
ence,” the problem being that 
it is “an over long work.” 
“Strauss,” said critic Ruby, 
“fills it with too many ideas in 
his attempt to relate the sto­ 
ry.” Most of the near-full house 
audience probably would agree. 
One instrumental soloist en­ 
countered “some difficulties in 
the high notes.” Another “was 
generally too penetrating.” Still 
another “worried over his last 
lines.” 
Those who listened critically 
to the concert with trained ears 
would have to agree as to the 
imperfections. 


Bot those who listen too criti­ 
cally with too highly trained 
ears are in danger of missing 
the “big picture.” 
IT WAS TRULY Marin night 
at the symphony. All of the four 
soloists accorded “guest artist” 
listings in the program are 
Marin neighbors, including 
Bert Truax, 19-year-old San An­ 
selmo Trumpet virtuoso. 
Most of the time he is a cool, 
experienced concert performer. 
But a couple of times Tuesday 
night he flashed a boyish smile 
or a blink of recognition to 
some friend in the audience. 
At once, he was friendly 
neighbor boy and accomplished 
concert performer. 
All Marin can be proud of 
that young man. 
Lucien and Jean Mitchell of 
Mill Valley, both regular mem­ 
bers of the San Francisco Sym­ 
phony, are respectively princi­ 
pal violist and principal cellist 
of the Marin Symphony. Tues­ 
day night they each demon­ 
strated their considerable tal­ 
ents as “guest” soloists. 
The fourth 
“ guest” was 
Charles Meacham of San Ra­ 
fael, who has served as assist­ 
ant conductor and concertmas­ 
ter of the Marin Symphony 
since it was founded more than 
20 years ago. Of his perform 


ance Tuesday night I-J review­ 
er Ruby said simply, “perpetu­ 
al motion machine.” 
Other soloists whose parts 
were of sufficient significance 
for program mention included 
Pamela Stutzke, harp; Lucia 
Schultz, flute; 
William Tull, 
clarinet; Jean Stevens, oboe; 
Virginia Ojeda, bassoon; Ed­ 
ward Haug, trumpet; Mitchell 
Ross, trombone, and Earl Sax­ 
ton, French horn — all regular 
members of our Marin Sym­ 
phony. 
Fans of a local athletic team 
are justly proud when “our” 
team makes a good showing 
against a tough competitor. 
Our Marin Symphony took on 
some pretty tough passages 
Tuesday night and came away 
a big winner. 
“ Particularly polished’’ was 
the way Sylvia Ruby described 
the work of our orchestra. 
Right on! 


THEY OUGHT to be good. 
The Marin Symphony has been 
working at it 22 years. In 1976, 
the orchestra will begin its 25th 
year. Maestro Sandor Salgo 
will then begin his 20th year as 
music director and conductor. 
The “ team ” seems to have 
made as much progress in the 
brief time since the Marin Vet­ 
erans Memorial auditorium 
opened as it did in the preced­ 
ing 20 years. Some thought the 
Marin Symphony “played over 
their heads” in the first concert 
in the new hall. But they have 
never since played less well 
than they did on opening night. 
Unlike some of our favorite 
athletic teams of the Bay Area, 
the Marin Symphony gets bet­ 
ter as the years go by. 
We don’t have to wait for 
next year. 
There is still one more con­ 
cert scheduled this season: 
April 23, Berlioz’ “ Beatrice and 
Benedict,” concert version of a 
comic opera based on Shake­ 
sp ea re ’s “ Much Ado About 
Nothing.”

business nationally, grossing 
$50 million a year. It changes 
the meaning of that exclama­ 
tion, “ It’s for the birds!” 


Garden Pest As Medicine 


Most Bay Area gardeners 
know valerian as a difficult to 
eradicate weed. Though many 
will admit its pinkish or white 
blossoms are attractive, its tu­ 
berous roots are hard to pull up 
and usually must be dug out. 


They seem to flourish where 
they are most out of place. 
VVe have cursed and dug val­ 
erian for more than 25 years, 
knowing vaguely it had medici­ 
nal properties. Only recently 
we learned it has been used as 
a tranquillizer for centuries. In 
the 14th century, it was written, 
“ Men who begin to fight and 
when you wish to stop them, 
give to them the juice of Valeri­ 
an and peace will be made 
immediately.” It was extolled 
also by Galen, but for other 
health purposes. 
Ground valerian root looks 
and smells like dust from an 
ancient, musty attic. During 
World War II, valerian was 
widely used to steady the over­ 
wrought nerves of Britons dur­ 
ing the period of constant air 
raids. It was reported to be 
wonderfully efficacious.

My involvement with the movement to 
preserve/restore local marshlands such 
as Heerdt, Piper Park and Creekside 
Park, and the complex problems involved 
in these projects were a part of my 
motivational force in deciding to run for 
the Larkspur City Council My support 
for this particular fill project stems from 
the above mentioned fact (raising the 
level of the marsh floor) and the fact that 
we will be able to restore 188 acres of 
marshland that is mw cut off from the 
bay by dikes . . Tne damage done to 
Corte Madera Creek by its being dredged 
is inevitable if the ferry’ terminal site 
remains at the mouth of the creek as 
proposed by the Golden Gate Bridge 
District.

CHINA’S MAJOR SHIFT IN FOREIGN 
POLICY. Since the first table tennis 
game in Peking and Mr. Nixon's quick 
response, China has reversed policy at 
several crucial points. It doesn't want to 
drive the United States from the western 
Pacific. It wants to keep an American 
presence there. It doesn’t want the Unit­ 
ed States and Japan to dissolve their 
mutual defense treaty. It prefers to see 
American military forces in Japan. 
The chief of the Chinese diplomatic 
mission in Washington has been absent 
for three months, but this bas to do with 
internal Chinese politics, not external 
policy. 


.ANOTHER NOTCH FOR WOMENS 
LIBERATION. "Women’s studies” are 
now outpacing black studies on college 
campuses. It is becoming a new branch 
of learning in higher education; and in 
this academic year some 2,000 courses 
are being offered in at least 300 institu­ 
tions. 
The course titles, which are substantial 
enough to lead to academic degrees, 
include "Im age of Women in Western 
C ivilization,” "Language of S exism .” 
"Women and the Movies," and “The Idea 
of Women rn Philosophy ." 
However, those who might most benefit 
from these studies aren’t enrolling. Nine 
out of IO students taking these courses 
are female.

SYDNEY (UPI) - Sister Jan­ 
et Mead was virtually unknown 
outside her Sisters of Mercy 
school — until she recorded a 
rock version of the Lord’s Pray­ 
er last year. 
“ All I did was sing a little 
song,” said Sister Janet, who 
teaches drama, English, sing­ 
ing and religion to teen-agers at 
St. Aloysius College at Ade­ 
laide, South Australia. 
The “ little song" was an in­ 
stant success in Australia and 
this month w'as released in the 
United States, chalking up phe­ 
nomenal sales of 250,000 in the 
first w’eek. 
Now Sister Janet, 36, who 
was trained as a classical pian­ 
ist and violinist before she en­ 
tered the church at the age of 
17, has found herself a some­ 
what reluctant pop star 
Festival Records of Australia 
plans to produce two new al­ 
bums by the singing nun. 
One of them will be a full 
rock mass, the other a mixture 
of “ message" pop songs. 
Sister Janet began her show 
business career with Sunday 
rock masses at Adelaide's 
Francis Xavier Cathedral, 18 
months ago. Each Sunday eve­ 
ning, she sings with the backing

of a five-piece rock group be­ 
fore an average 1,-500 worship­ 
pers. 


A tape recording of one of the 
rock masses led to Sister Jan­ 
et’s success. 


“ So many people in our con­ 
gregation wanted to buy a 
record of the Mass,” she said. 


“ We decided to see if we could 
make an album of our rock 
mass music so people who did 
not have music for masses 
could use it. 
“ I drafted out the idea for the 
album in the back seat of a car 
I was riding from Ballarat to 
Melbourne.

tual needs and group interests 
who are turned off by the tradi­ 
tionally structured religious in­ 
stitutions." 
In addition to trying to reach 
those people who have not 
found a home in the structured 
church. Bellinger said he also 
plans to try to meet with those 
who are most interested in par­ 
apsychology or metaphysics. 
He plans to instruct parapsy­ 
chology (the study of extrasen­ 
sory abilities of the human 
mind) to groups as well as to 
meet with individuals. 
He also will offer spiritual 
counseling, personalized guid­ 
ance, pastoral calling and visits 
to those confined to hospitals, 
rest homes, prisons or at their 
homes. 
He plans to conduct mar­ 
riages. funerals, private com­ 
munion services and act as a 
“ resource person" for shared 
worship experiences with fami­ 
lies in their homes or in larger 
groups. 
While he carries on this pri­ 
vate pastoral practice, Bellin­ 
ger said he “ will be attempting 
to gather together and relate 
other like-spirited persons into 
a Christian community experi­ 
ence and growth center “ 
Bellinger does not envision, 
however, his ministry growing 
into another parish, with a 
“ women's group or youth activ­ 
ities." 
He said the project is still 
“ an evolutionary kind of thing" 
in his own mind aimed at find 
ing “ contemporary, freeform 
worship experiences “ 
While some of the Faith Lu 
theran parishioners were 
“ shocked’’ at the new plans of 
their pastor, Bellinger said, oth­ 
ers have asked to be kept post­ 
ed of his activities 
While pastor of Faith Luther­ 
an. Bellinger has taken a spe­ 
cial interest in ecumenical ac­ 
tivities, particularly with the 
churches, synagogues and cler­ 
gymen of the Las Gallinas Val- 
ley. 
He has been active with the

Churches since 1957, serving as 
secretary, vice president and 
two terms as president.

WASHINGTON (U PI) - After 
two years of pretty much mark­ 
ing time, American churchmen 
are once again talking about a 
renewed social activist role for 
the nation’s churches and syna­ 
gogues. 
The reason; Watergate. 
“ Watergate has put an end to 
confrontation polities among 
the branches of government,” 
according to Albert Vorspan, 
director of the Union of Ameri­ 
can Hebrew Congregations' so­ 
cial action program. 
As a first step to revitalized 
domestic social action coalition, 
Vorspan and 17 other religious 
leaders -many of them active in 
the now dormant religious anti­ 
war and civil rights efforts — 
have joined to form what they 
call the “ Religious Committee 
for Integrity in Government." 
Among the sponsors of the 
committee are such mainline 
churchmen as Sterling Cary, 
president of the National Coun­ 
cil of Churches, Robert Camp­ 
bell, general secretary of the 
American Baptist Churches in 
the U.S.A.; Bishop Carroll T. 
Dozier of the Roman Catholic 
Church’s Memphis diocese; 


Robert V. Moss, president of 
the United Church of Christ, 
and Clarie Collins Harvey, 
president of Church Women 
United. 
“ The times call for citizen 
affirmation of political respon­ 
sibility. not cynicism,” the 
committee said in announcing 
itself 
The committee, which will 
work through Washington-based 
staff people of the various agen­ 
cies and groups, makes no 
bones about describing Water­ 
gate as a moral as well as 
constitutional crisis. 
It lists as its immediate goals 
“ clarification” of moral issues 
involved; “ Justice for the Pres­ 
ident and the American peo­ 
ple;” election campaign re­ 
form, including public financing 
of campaigns, and “ restoration 
of constitutional checks and 
balances,” including a chal­ 
lenge of President Nixon’s use 
of impoundment of appropriat­ 
ed funds “ and the abuse and 
improper assumption of the 
functions of law enforcement 
agencies."

it would work to “ resensitize 
the conscience of the land.” 


“ We have been dead to and 
have worn blinders in the pres­ 
ence of criminality, tax eva­ 
sion, dirty tricks, gross viola­ 
tions of civil liberties and 
blatant invasions of privacy.” 


Vorspan sees the Watergate 
crisis as providing even wider 
opportunities for securing “ sig­ 
nificant federal legislative solu­ 
tions to ueglected social prob­ 
lems in American life.” 
The time is ripe, he believes, 
for a renewal of the civil rights 
coalition of the 1960s, composed 
of religious, ethnic and labor 
organizations. 
Such a coalition, according to 
Vorspan, could work as a “ so­ 
cial conscience” task force 
aimed at the issues of civil 
rights laws, urban problems, 
ecology and economic pro­ 
grams for the poor. 
There are some indications 
such a coalition might be joined 
by some heretofore unlikely al­ 
lies —evangelicals. 
In the past, evangelicals have 
been noted more for their sup­ 
port of the political and social 
status quo than for activism in 
the worldly realm of politics 
and power. 
But there are increasing 
signs that evangelicals are re­ 
discovering an awakened social 
consciousness, a consciousness 
that from a political stand point 
often places them in the same 
camp as their theological foes 
in mainstream churches. 
Jim Wallis, editor of the 
evangelical activist magazine 
“ The Post American, " summed 
up widespread evangelical feel­ 
ings in an editorial on Water­ 
gate: 
“ The most important thing 
which could result from the 
Watergate episode is not the 
impeachment of the President 
Rather it would be hope of 
lessons learned by the church 
about its responsibilities, about 
its mission in this society."

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Watergate Spurs Churches

WASHINGTON (UPI) - After 
two years of pretty much m ark­ 
ing time, American churchmen 
are once again talking about a 
renewed social activist role for 
the nation’s churches and syna­ 
gogues. 
The reason: Watergate. 
"W atergate has put an end to 
con frontation p olitics am ong 
the branches of governm ent," 
according to Albert Vorspan, 
director of the Union of Ameri­ 
can Hebrew Congregations' so­ 
cial action program. 
As a first step to revitalized 
domestic social action coalition, 
Vorspan and 17 other religious 
leaders -many of them active in 
the now dormant religious anti­ 
war and civil rights efforts — 
have joined to form what they 
call the “ Religious Committee 
for Integrity in Governm ent." 
Among the sponsors of the 
com m ittee are such mainline 
churchmen as Sterling Cary, 
president of the National Coun­ 
cil of Churches, Robert Camp­ 
bell, general secretary of the 
American Baptist Churches in 
the U .S.A.; Bishop Carroll T. 
Dozier of the Roman Catholic 
C h u rch ’s 
M emphis d iocese; 


Robert V. Moss, president of 
the United Church of Christ, 
and C larie C ollins H arvey, 
president of Church Women 
United. 
"The times call for citizen 
affirm ation of political respon­ 
sib ility , not c y n ic ism ,” the 
com mittee said in announcing 
itself 
The 
com mittee, 
which will 
work through Washington-based 
staff people of the various agen­ 
cies and groups, m akes no 
bones about describing W ater­ 
gate as a moral as well as 
constitutional crisis. 
It lists as its immediate goals 
“ clarification” of moral issues 
involved; "Ju stice for the Pres­ 
ident and the American peo­ 
p le ;” election cam p aign re ­ 
form, including public financing 
of campaigns, and “ restoration 
of con stitutional ch eck s and 
b a la n c e s ,” including a ch a l­ 
lenge of President Nixon’s use 
of impoundment of appropriat­ 
ed funds "and the abuse and 
im prop er assum ption of the 
functions of law enforcement 
agencies."

Vorspan sees the W atergate 
crisis as providing even wider 
opportunities for securing “sig­ 
nificant federal legislative solu­ 
tions to neglected social prob­ 
lems in American life.” 
The time is ripe, he believes, 
for a renewal of the civil rights 
coalition of the 1960s, composed 
of religious, ethnic and labor 
organizations. 
Such a coalition, according to 
Vorspan, could work as a “ so­ 
cia l co n scien ce ” task force 
aimed at the issues of civil 
rights laws, 
urban problems, 
ecology and econ om ic pro­ 
gram s for the poor. 
There are some indications 
such a coalition might be joined 
by some heretofore unlikely al­ 
lies —evangelicals. 
In the past, evangelicals have 
been noted more for their sup­ 
port of the political and social 
status quo than for activism in 
the worldly realm of politics 
and power. 
But 
th ere 
are 
in creasin g 
signs that evangelicals are re­ 
discovering an awakened social 
consciousness, a consciousness 
that from a political stand point 
often places them in the same 
camp as their theological foes 
in m ainstream churches. 
Jim W allis, editor of the 
evangelical 
activist 
magazine 
“The Post A m erican," summed 
up widespread evangelical feel­ 
ings in an editorial on W ater­ 
gate: 
“The most important thing 
which

W atergate episode is not the 
impeachment of the President 
Rather 
it

lessons learned by the church 
about its responsibilities, about 
its mission in this society."

A Chicagoan writes: “ I’m 34 years old, too 
hefty, and nervous as a cat. For the past two 
years, I have been troubled with an irregular 
heartbeat. My doctor calls them extrasys­ 
toles. Some days I have as many as seven 
extra beats in a minute’s time. At other 
times, hours go by when there are none.” 
Our reader also told us that his doctor (a 
cardiologist) told him that there was nothing 
wrong with his heart and it was strictly a 
nervous disorder. His letter had 12 questions 
dealing mainly with the rela-

tionship between his heart ir­ 
regularity and “ nerves,” over­ 
weight, and smoking two cigars 
a day. In addition, this man 
wants to know if skipped beats 
damage the heart. 


PREM ATURE CONTRAC­ 
TIONS (extrasystoles) are a 
common irregularity and of lit­ 
tle consequence, except when 
they follow a heart attack.

they bother some and frighten 
others. They are frequently 
caused by an irritable or impa­ 
tient heart muscle. Common 
causes include fatigue and too 
much tobacco, alcohol, coffee, 
or tea. Drugs such as digitalis 
and epinephrine may do the 
same. 
Premature 
contractions 
usually occur when the beat is 
slow, as when sitting or lying in 
bed. They disappear when the 
individual gets up and increas­ 
es the heartbeat. Apparently, 
when the heart is beating slow­ 
ly, some sections of the heart 
muscle become impatient and 
initiate a beat of their own. 
This does not disturb the basic 
rhythm of the heart because it 
takes a longer rest after the 
premature contraction 


HOWEVER. THE long pause 
creates the feeling that the 
heart is going to stop. And. if 
the pause is long enough, the 
victim may get a little dizzy, 
anxious, or feel faint. The nor­ 
mal beat following the prema­ 
ture contraction is often felt as 
a thump against the chest wall. 
Others describe it as a feeling 
of fluttering, thumping, or skip­ 
ping beats. 
Drugs such as quinidine, pro­ 
caine amide, and potassium 
tend to reduce muscular excita­ 
bility. The victim should also 
obtain adequate rest and peri­ 
ods of relaxation, and lessen 
emotional stresses. He should 
avoid smoking, and cut down on 


alcohol, coffee, and tea. Consti­ 
pation and other gastrointestin­ 
al disturbances should be cor­ 
rected.

A generalized dis­ 
turbance such as alocboiism, 
diabetes, or a disorder of the 
brain or spinal cord usually is 
responsible. 
SKIN CANCER 
B.D. writes: Would a malig­ 
nancy of the skin mean there is 
cancer elsewhere in the body? 
REPLY 
Not as a rule. Internal can­ 
cers rarely spread to the skin 
unless they are under the skin 
and grow outward. A breast 
cancer, for example, may grow 
large enough to break through 
the skin, forming a malignant 
ulcer. 


SMOTHER SENSATION 
T A. writes: When I lie down. 
I feel as if I'm smothering. 
Could the heart attack last year 
t>e plaving a role? 
REPLY 
The heart is responsible if 
relief follows sitting up or mov­ 
ing about. This condition (left 
heart failure) occurs when the 
blood pressure drops and the 
pulse slows down after one falls 
asleep. This has no effect on the 
normal heart, but impairs the 
efficiency of a handicapped or­ 
gan. The coronary circulation is 
inadequate in this individual 
because of the previous heart 
attack. The smothering sensa­ 
tion can be minimized by using 
certain drugs that improve the 
circulation and by sleeping on 
two or more pillows. 


Florida Businessman 
Freed; Ransom Paid 


SANFORD, Fla. (UPI) - A 
Sanford businessman, kidnaped 
Thursday night by two men 
wearing ski masks and wielding 
shotguns, was released un­ 
harmed early today after his 
son paid a $30,000 ransom. 
George Jackson Jr., 52, was 
released in a downtown area 
about five blocks from his plant 
where he was abducted 27 
hours earlier. 
Jackson walked to a nearby 
fire station and firemen notified 
police. He was interviewed 
briefly by F B I agents and then 
taken to a hospital for a brief 
checkup after telling newsmen 
"I'm ok ” He was then reunited 
with his wife at the family 
home. 
Nick Starnes, special agent in 
charge of the Tampa FBI of­ 
fice. said Jackson s son. George 
Jackson III. dropped the ran- 
som money in a remote area of 
north Seminole County shorth 
before midnight Thursday 
night 
The money was apparently 
picked up a short time later. 
Starnes said agents had the 
area under surveillance but 
there had been no arrests. 
Jackson said he was treated 
"quite well under the circum­ 
stances I was taped with my 
hands behind me and my feet 
tied to the edge of a bed in a 
small house 
"My major concern was sim­ 


ply being abandoned after they 
had gotten the money ” 
Jackson, who looked com­ 
posed despite the ordeal, said 
the kidnapers never talked 
about political motives and the 
kidnaping was apparently 
strictly for the ransom money 
"It was a long, long night but 
now its over and we're just so 
relieved,” said Mrs. Jackson 
"There was no physical ha­ 
rassment and the victim was 
not physically abused,” said 
Starnes. 
"He's been through 
quite an ordeal but he's in good 
shape. 
We took him to the 
hospital for a checkup and he's 
in good health ” Jackson was 
blindfolded throughout the or­ 
deal. Starnes said. 
Asked if the kidnaping was 
the work of an extremist group. 
Starnes replied. "W e re still 
checking out a number of leads 
but at this time we have no 
indication that militants or oth­ 
er extremists were involved. 
Jackson was abducted from 
his Southern Shortening Inc. 
plant about 10:30 p. m. EDT 
Thursday while working late 
with his wife. Laura. The kid­ 
napers told Mrs. Jackson her 
husband would be killed if she 
contacted police or the new 
media. 
Newsmen learned of the kid­ 
naping shortly after it occurred 
but agreed to a blackout until 
Jackson was released. 


Rebels Continue To Hold 
City I n Central Argentina 


CORDOBA. Argentina (UPI) 
— Sporadic gunfire erupted in 
the pre-dawn hours today as 
rebellious police, aided by 
armed right wing bands, contin­ 
ued to hold this industrial city 
in central Argentina 
Police sources said some 10 
persons were wounded during 
the night of fighting with leftist 
snipers bringing the rebellion's 
casualty total to three dead and 
22 wounded Leftist sources put 
the number of wounded during 
the night at 30. 
A bomb damaged the home of 
Juan C. Garat, press secretary’ 
of the provincial government, 
but there were no injuries. The 
shooting reached a lull at day­ 
break 
The rebel police last night 
released Gov. Ricardo Obregon 
Cano, a leftist Peronist. after a 
new interim governor, consid­ 
ered a more conservative fol­ 
lower of President Juan D 
Peron. was sworn in and called 
for new elections. 


Obregon Cano immediately 
went to the federal police to 
demand protection, announced 
his intention to reassume the 
governorship, and then dissap- 


peared Leftist sources said he 
had left for Buenos Aires to 
plead his case before the na 
tional authorities 
Federal police and army 
units have not been ordered to 
quell the rebellion 
In Buenos Aires, thousands of 
leftist youths arriving for a 
demonstration to protest what 
tlicv called a "fascist” move 
again.it the popularly elected 
government in Cordoba were 
driven away Friday night by 
police teargas. 
Trainloads of other demon­ 
strators were blocked at the 
station and sent back. 


The revolt in Cordoba, 420 
miles northw-est of Buenos 
Aires, began Wednesday when 
the governor tried to fire Police 
Chief Antonio D. Navarro. 


Navarro, supported by his 
provincial police force, stormed 
the governor's office building 
and arrested Obregon, the dep­ 
uty governor and other offi­ 
cials. charging them with arm­ 
ing "known Marxists.” 
Police then seized a five- 
square-block section of the 
downtown area and fanned out 
across the city

A Chicagoan writes: “ I'm 34 years old, too

My doctor calls them extrasys­ 
toles. Some days I have as many as seven 
extra beats in a minute's time. At other 
times, hours go by when there are none.” 
Our reader also told us that his doctor (a 


cardiologist) told him that there was nothing 
wrong with his heart and it was strictly a 
nervous disorder. His letter had 12 questions

Prem ature 
contractions 


usually occur when the beat is 
slow, as when sitting or lying in 
bed. They disappear when the 
individual gets up and increas­ 
es the heartbeat. Apparently, 
when the heart is beating slow­ 
ly, some sections of the heart 
muscle become impatient and 
initiate a beat of their own 
This does not disturb the basic 
rhythm of the heart because it 
takes a longer rest after the 
premature contraction 


HOWEVER. THE long pause 
creates the feeling that the 
heart is going to stop. And. if 
the pause is long enough, the 
victim may get a little dizzy, 
anxious, or feel faint. The nor­ 
mal beat following the prema­ 
ture contraction is often felt as 
a thump against the chest wall 
Others describe it as a feeling 
of fluttering, thumping, or skip­ 
ping beats. 
Drugs such as qinnidine, pro­ 
caine amide, and potassium 
tend to reduce muscular excita­ 
bility. The victim should also 
obtain adequate rest and peri­ 
ods of relaxation, and lessen 
emotional stresses. He should 
avoid smoking, and cut down on 


alcohol, coffee, and tea Consti­ 
pation and other gastrointestin­ 
al disturbances should be cor­ 
rected.

POLYNEURITIS 
N. S. writes: What is done for 
polyneuritis? 


REPLY 


Most physicians try to find 


the cause and treat the condi­ 
tion if a remedy is available. 
Polyneuritis refers to inflam­ 
mation or degernatkm of sever­ 
al nerves. A generalized dis­ 
turbance such as alocholism, 
diabetes, or a disorder of the 
brain or spinal cord usually is 
responsible

REPLY 
The heart is responsible if 
relief follows sitting up or mov­ 
ing about This condition (left 
heart failure) occurs when the 
blood pressure drops and the 
pulse slows down after one falls 
asleep. This has no effect on the 
normal heart, but impairs the 
efficiency of a handicapped or­ 
gan The coronary circulation is 
inadequate in this individual 
because of the previous heart 
attack. The smothering sensa­ 
tion can be minimized by using 
certain drugs that improve the 
circulation and by sleeping on 
two or more pillows

Thursday night by two men 
wearing ski masks and wielding 
shotguns, was released un­ 
harmed early today after his 
son paid a $30,000 ransom 
George Jackson Jr., 52. was 
released in a downtown area 
about (ive blocks from his plant 
where he was abducted 27 
hours earlier. 
Jackson walked to a nearby 
fire station and firemen notified 
police. He was interviewed 
briefly by FBI agents and then 
taken to a hospital for a brief 
checkup after telling newsmen 
“ I'm ok ” He was then reunited 
with his wife at the family 
home 
Nick Starnes, special agent in 
charge of the Tampa FBI of­ 
fice. said Jackson s son. George 
Jackson MI. dropped the ran­ 
dom money in a remote area of 
north Seminole County .shortie 
before midnight Thursday 
night. 
The money was apparently 
picked up a short time later. 
Starnes said agents had the 
area under surveillance but 
there had been no arrests 
Jackson said he was treated 
“ quite well under the circum­ 
stances, I was taped with my 
hands behind me and my feet 
tied to the edge of a bed in a 
small house 
“ My major concern was sim­ 


ply being abandoned after they 
had gotten the money ” 
Jackson, who looked com­ 
posed despite the ordeal, said 
the kidnapers never talked 
about political motives and the 
kidnaping was apparently 
strictly for the ransom money. 
“ It was a long, long night but 
now its over and we re just so 
relieved." said Mrs. Jackson. 
There was no physical ha­ 
rassment and the victim was 
not physically abused.” said

“ He’s been through 
quite an ordeal but he s in good 
shape 
We took him to the 
hospital for a checkup and he s 
in good health ” Jackson was 
blindfolded throughout the or­ 
deal. Starnes said. 
Asked if the kidnaping was 
the work of an extremist group,

indication that militants or oth­ 
er extremists were involved 
Jackson was abducted from 
his Southern Shortening Inc 
plant about IO:30 p. rn. EDT 
Thursday while working late 
with his wife, Laura. The kid­ 
napers told Mrs. Jackson her 
husband would be killed if she 
contacted police or the new 
media. 
Newsmen learned of the kid­ 
naping shortly after ii occurred 
but agreed to a blackout until 
Jackson was released.

A bomb damaged the borne ot 
Juan C. Garat, press secretary 
of the provincial government, 
but there were no injuries The 
shooting reached a lull at day­ 
break 
The rebel police last night 
released Gov Ricardo Obregon 
Cano, a leftist Peronist, after a 
new interim governor, consid­ 
ered a mor*> conservative fol­ 
lower of President Juan D 
Peron. was sworn in and called 
for new elections 


Obregon Cano immediately 
went to the federal police to 
demand protection, announced 
his intention to reassume the 
governorship, and then dissap 


peared Leftist sources said he 
had left for Buenos Aires to 
plead his case before the na­ 
tional authorities 


Federal police and army 
units have not been ordered to 
quell the rebellion 
In Buenos Aires, thousands of 
lcftixt youths arriving for a 
demonstration to protest what 
they called a “ fascist 
move 


against the popularly elected 
government in Cordoba were 
driven away Friday night by 
police teargas. 
Trainloads of other demon­ 
strators were blocked at the 
station ami sent back 


The revolt in Cordoba, 420 


miles northwest of Buenos 
Aires began Wednesday when 
the governor tried to fire Police 
Chief Antonio D Navarro. 


N tv irro. supported by his 
proem* nl police force, stormed 
the governor’s office building 
and arrested Obregon, the dep­ 
ute governor and other offl­ 
oad. charging them with arm­ 
ing known Marxists ”

like yourselves. ." 
The defense forthwith shouted 
for a m istnal The judge sent 
the jury to lunch The defense 
argued its motion 
“ Mr. Rayhill s statement in­ 
dicated. contrary to your hon­ 
or's instructions to this jury.'" 
said defense attorney Walter J 
Bonner, “ that because people 
just like this petit « trial) jury 
had indicted these two men. 
that they should draw a natural 
inference from that fact that 
these men were guilty. 
"This is an outrageous thing 
to do and this case should be 
dism issed.” 
Federal Judge Lee P. Gag- 
liardi said he would consider it 
seriously. Meanwhile the jury 
was in trouble on its own

was after 1 p.m., the restaurant 
of their choice was filled, and 
somebody had neglected to re­ 
serve seats They waited.

m atter—and I will give it ap­ 
propriate consideratio and ma­ 
ture reflection over the week­ 
end.” 
He gave the prosecution until

ment and said the defense 
would have 24 hours to answer 
it in a brief. 
He told the jury: “The gov­ 
ernment in its opening state­ 
ment made reference to the 
grand jury indictment, which I 
have fold you is not evidence.

The only 
help for their customers, the 
dealers say. would be more 
fuel. 
“This week. I ran out of my 
weekly q uota in one day and 
four hours,” said Albin B. Fov^ 
ler. owner of the Bolinas G *- 
rage, the com m unity’s only 
service station. 
T don't think the odd-even 
plan would effect my custom­ 
ers; I've been rationing gas 
m yself for 
the 
last 
three 
months.” he said. 
Fowler said local residents, 
who used to buy “over the hill” 
in Eastern Marin where prices 
were lower, are now flocking to 
his station, thus putting more 


pressure on an already scant 
allotment based on a percent­ 
age of 1972 sales. 
Although he did not blame 
local drivers who sought cheap­ 
er pump prices elsewhere. Fow­ 
ler said, his allotment would 
have “ been about triple what it 
is now if they had bought 
here.” 
Last Wednesday, he added, 
he sold fuel to more than 300 
customers, or 50 per cent more 
than he has ever had in one 
day. He now sells gasoline only 
one and half days each week.

Plans for a child care center 
at Redwood High School, first 
proposed in 1973, will be re­ 
viewed by T am alpais High 
School District trustees Monday 
at 8 p.m. in the Redwood facul­ 
ty lounge. 
The proposal, prepared by 
the staff at Redwood, calls for a 
center for 12 children to be in 
operation by July 1. 


The treatment plant, to be 
constructed in Stinson Gulch, 
would have the capacity to 
serve 2,700 persons. Proctor 
Jones, president of the water 
district board, estimated the 
community now has a fulltime 
population of 1,200, which rises 
to 2,000 in the summer. 


Voluntary 
Gas Plan 
Now Likely 


Three Marin County supervi­ 
sors, meeting with representa­ 
tives of local service station 
dealers, tentatively agreed yes­ 
terday to go along with a volun­ 
tary gasoline marketing plan 
beginning March 11. (See other 
gas stories page 1.) 
The voluntary program is an 
alternative to a mandatory one 
proposed Monday by Gov. Ron­ 
ald Reagan to help reduce the 
long waiting lines at service 
stations. 
Under the odd-even plan en­ 
dorsed yesterday in M arin, 
service station operators would 
choose whether or not to limit 
gas sales on certain days on the 
basis of license numbers. 
The Independent Service Sta­ 
tion Dealers Association is slat­ 
ed to meet Monday at 7:30 p.m. 
at the Civic Center to hammer 
out details of the plan. The 
board of supervisors will dis­ 
cuss it Tuesday. 
Board approval was virtually 
asssured yesterday when Su­ 
pervisors Arnold M. Baptiste. 
Robert A. Roumiguiere and Mi­ 
chael Womum said they pre­ 
ferred the voluntary approach. 
Regan’s proposal, endorsed 
by five cities in Marin and 
adopted by several counties 
elsewhere, forces an odd-even 
sales day plan on dealers and 
motorists and could result in 
prosecution for violators. 
The governor's proposal also 
calls for “local control centers” 
to watchdog the program and 
coordinate information. 
Roumiguiere, who met with 
state officials yesterday on the 
governor s plan, said the state 
offered “one or two” men to 
oversee the program in Marin, 
which has about 150 stations. 
“ If it’s mandatory, our boys 
will shut down,” one dealer 
representative told county su­ 
pervisors yesterday. “ We've 
got enough mandatory req uire­ 
ments already." 
Under the voluntary program 
dealers would not be subject to 
prosecution, would oversee the 
program themselves and would 
sell gas to anyone, regardless 
of license number, on Satur­ 
days. 
As proposed, stations would 
operate on the odd-even pro­ 
gram Mondays through F ri­ 
days. meaning autos with lic­ 
ence plate numbers ending in 
odd numbers would be served 
on odd dates and even numbers 
on ven dates. Stations would 
close Sundays. 
Other parts of the voluntary 
plan call for motorists’ tanks to 
bo less than half full, a two- 
gallon limit on for gas cans, 
and for personalized license 
plates to be considered as even 
numbered unless they include a 
number — such as, Mark 1. 


Sales would be subject to the 
availability of gasoline. 
“I see no advantage to the 
compulsory program (proposed 
by the state),” Womum said. 
Baptiste agreed, adding “ if 
the public is made aware, I 
think the abuses will be small.”

Proponents of the treatment

Opponents, like Michael D. 
Sanford, president of Stinson 
Beach Projects, argue that a 
significant public health hazard 
due to septic tank pollution has 
not been demonstrated. 
They have urged defeat of 
Tuesday's measures and pro­ 
posed formation of a septic 
tank district. 
Under such a district, sewer 
opponents say. failing septic 
tanks would be corrected and 
all tanks maintained in good 
condition. “This makes availa­ 
ble technical remedies and cost 
economies not feasible for the 
individual property owner,” ac­ 
cording to a Stinson Projects 
statement. 
The main issue which has 
surfaced in the campaign is the 
sewage disposal system’s effect 
on population growth in Stinson 
Beach. 


Those who want to see the 
sew er m e a sure s d efe ate d 
charge that its approval could 
result in a 200 per cent growth 
rate in the community, causing 
“a significant alteration in the 
q uality and character” of Stin­ 
son Beach. 


Proponents of the sewer sys­ 
tem disagree. Although they 
admit it may result in “limited 
growth.” according to Jones, 
district directors will attempt 
to control that growth. He said 
the district plans to work with a 
recently appointed citizens 
committee to recommend zon­ 
ing changes for the area to 
prevent a proliferation of multi­ 
ple family dwellings. 
Water district directors have 
warned that unless a sewage 
system is in operation by 1977, 
the Regional W ater Quality 
Control Board will take action 
against owners of failing tanks 
which could force them out of 
their homes. Fred H Dierker, 
executive officer of the control 
board, recently said he was 
“sure” the board will take ac­ 
tion against all septic tank own­ 
ers who cannot demonstrate 
their systems are not a hazard 
ot public health 
Opponents have labeled these 
statements as threats and said, 
there is “little likelihood that 
the town will be closed down by 
state or county officials. The 
district board would be given 
every opportunity to prepare an 
alternate plan.” according to 
opponents.

Million Sewage Vote 
$2.5 


Residents of the Stinson 
Beach County Water District 
w ill go to the polls Tuesday to 
decide whether their communi­ 
ty should proceed with a $2.5 
million sewage disposal system. 
The district is asking voters 
to approve a 20-cent increase in 
the tax rate, as well as an 


application for a state loan, not 
to exceed $1.9 million. 
The loan and the tax hike 
would finance a sewage treat­ 
ment plant and sewer lines for 
almost all areas of the district, 
with the exception of Seadrift. 
Both measures require ma­ 
jority approval to pass. There 


are 474 registered voters in the 
district. 
Of the total cost of the treat­ 
ment plant and collection sys­ 
tem, $861,000 will be paid by 
federal and state grants. The 
remainder of the cost will have 
to come from Stinson Beach 
property owners. 


The treatment plant, to be 
constructed in Stinson Gulch, 
would have the capacity to 
serve 2,700 persons. Proctor 
Jones, president of the water 
district board, estimated the 
community now has a fulltime 
population of 1,200, which rises 
to 2,000 in the summer.

Voluntary 
Gas Plan 
Now Likely 


Three Marin County supervi­ 
sors, meeting with representa­ 
tives of local service station 
dealers, tentatively agreed yes­ 
terday to go along with a volun­ 
tary gasoline marketing plan 
beginning March ll. (See other 
gas stories page I.) 
The voluntary program is an 
alternative to a mandatory one 
proposed Monday by Gov. Ron­ 
ald Reagan to help reduce the 
long waiting lines at service 
stations. 
Under the odd-even plan en 
dorsed yesterday in Marin, 
service station operators would 
choose whether or not to limit 
gas sales on certain days on the 
basis of license numbers. 
The Independent Service Sta­ 
tion Dealers Association is slat­ 
ed to meet Monday at 7:30 p.m. 
at the Civic Center to hammer 
out details of the plan. The 
board of supervisors will dis­ 
cuss it Tuesday. 
Board approval was virtually 
asssured yesterday when Su­ 
pervisors Arnold M. Baptiste. 
Robert A. Roumiguiere and Mi­ 
chael Womum said they pre­ 
ferred the voluntary approach. 
Regan's proposal, endorsed 
by five cities in Marin and 
adopted by several counties 
elsewhere, forces an odd-even 
sales day plan on dealers and 
motorists and could result in 
prosecution for violators. 
The governor's proposal also 
calls for "local control centers" 
to watchdog the program and 
coordinate information 
Roumiguiere. who met with 
state officials yesterday on the 
governor s plan, said the state 
offered "one or two" men to 
oversee the program in Marin. 
which has about 150 stations. 
"If it’s mandatory, our boys 
will shut down," one dealer 
representative told county su­ 
pervisors yesterday. "W e've 
got enough mandatory require­ 
ments already” 
Under the voluntary program 
dealers would not he subject to 
prosecution, would oversee the 
program themselves and would 
sell gas to anyone, regardless 
of license number, on Satur­ 
days. 
As proposed, stations would 
operate on the odd-even pro­ 
gram Mondays through Fri­ 
days. meaning autos with lic­ 
ence plate numbers ending in 
odd numbers would be served 
on odd dates and even numbers 
on ven dates. Stations would 
close Sundays. 
Other parts of the voluntary 
plan call for motorists’ tanks to 
be less than half full, a two- 
gallon limit on for gas cans, 
and for personalized license 
plates to be considered as even 
numbered unless they include a 
number — such as, Mark I. 
Sales would be subject to the 
availability of gasoline 
"I see no advantage to the 
compulsory program (proposed 
by the state)," Womum said. 
Baptiste agreed, adding "if 
the public is made aware, I 
think the abuses will be small.

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It's A Grassroots 
Election Tuesday 
In Marin, Sonoma

Sixty two candidates want to be elected 
city councilmen Tuesday in 12 Marin and 
Southern Sonoma County cities. 
Almost to a man — or woman — the 
candidates are pleading. 
"Elect me: 
Let's keep Our Town a nice place to 
live.” 
Their ideas of how to accomplish this 
undeniably desirable feat are as varied 
as the colors of the rainbow. 
A total of 28 council seats is open in the 
dozen cities. There will be contests in 
every city except Petaluma and San 
Rafael, both charter cities whose council­ 
men are elected only during odd-num­ 
bered years. 
In Petaluma, however, voters will cast 
ballots Tuesday on two proposed bond 
issues — $1,900,000 for parks and recrea­ 
tion. and $750,000 for a new library. 
There as in the 10 Marin County cities 
holding council elections, plus Cotati and 
Rohnert Park in Southern Sonoma, the 
polls will be open from 7 a.m. to 8 p.m. 
The Marin County elections office will 
count all the Marin cities’ ballots on its 
computer; the Sonoma County registrar 
of voters will do likewise for Cotati and 
Rohnert Park 
In addition, in Marin voters of the 
Stinson Beach County Water District will 
vote on ballot measures to finance a 
sewage treatment plant. They will be 
asked to approve a state loan of $1,850,000 
to build the new plant, and to raise the 
district’s property tax ceiling from 78 to 
98 cents per $100 assessed valuation, to 
pay the district’s share of construction 
costs. 
The municipal elections will be a citi­ 
zens’ warm-up for the June 4 primary- 
elect ions. which will choose the partisan 
candidates for Congress, the California 
Senate and Assembly, and the state 
constitutional offices from governor on 
down. 
The June 4 ballot also will bear the 
names of all the non-partisan candidates 
for county office. 
The partisan federal and state candida­ 
cy winners, and the county contestants 
who don't garner a clear majority in the 
June election, will square off again for 
the major election of the year in Novem­ 
ber. 
The March election will be much more 
of a grass-roots affair. Each city’s voters 
will be concerned with their own, local, 
city hall problems rather than those in 
Sacramento or Washington — or even in 
the county courthouse.

Seeking reelection are incumbents 
Frank J. Egger, Lee Nelder and Robert 
R. Souza. Challenging the incumbents are 
.Alfred F. Daubenfeid, Randall L. Garri­ 
son and Priscilla C. Gray. 
Candidates have generally agreed that 
long range planning and growth control 
are the key issues facing the city, but 
have vaned in their approaches to those 
issues. 
Daubenfeid. 56, an attorney, favors the 
general concept of a quota system where­ 
by developments are limited, but opposes 
a flat moratorium on building as an 
interim growlh control measure.

ALL C ANDIDATES agree that the city 
needs more recreation facilities and pro­ 
pose various ideas for developing boat 
harbors, sw im m ing pools and tennis 
courts. 
Possible widening of Tiburon Boule­ 
vard into a four-lane expressway remains 
a major issue, as it has been in previous 
council races Most contend that the city 
must go ahead with widening in the 
Trestle Glen Boulevard area where a 
>harp curve has been the site of many 
accidents. But all seem to believe that 
further widening south of Trestle Glen 
would encourage more visitor traffic on 
the Peninsula 
The candidates and their positions in­

EL BRUCE ROSS, who has been on the 
planning commission for a year and a 
half, was one of the first of its member^ 
to urge that residents be given a better 
chance to comment on the Sequoia Pacif 
c plans than the regular public hearing 
process would allow He helped arrange a 
'ones of workshops between residents 
and the developer, held in December and 
January 
He also has urged the updating of a 
city-adopted Downtown Plan that was 
drawn up in 1969 and supposedly serves 
as the basis for Sequoia Pacific's propos­ 
al 
Ross said he would like to have the 
workshops continued in the future to deal 
with the overall downtown development 
question 
Ross has called the Sequoia Pacific 
proposal “ Instant City,*’ 
“They're 
talking 
about

build-up. and that's crazy 
Why do we 
have to rush to make all the decisions at 
once0 We can build it up over 50 years if 
we have to.” 


He has emphasized the need to keep 
the downtown waterfront undeveloped 
where Sequoia Pacific has proposed a 
marina and retail shops!, and has sug­ 
gested the expansion of facilities near 
Corinthian Island Yacht Club to provide 
more space for Tiburon boaters who lack 
slips for their vessels. 
He has also suggested that if the city 
cannot afford to build more recreational 
facilities, it could incorporate a recrea­ 
tion club for residents. 
Ross opposed widening of Tiburon Bou­ 
levard except in the Trestle Glen area 
w here he said some change is needed to 
reduce accidents. 
Ross belonged to a group of residents 
who submitted a Downtown Plan to the 
city a few years ago that was turned 
down in favor of one done by architect 
Philip K Buskirk 
He is a past president of the Tiburon

DONALD S. TAYER .said he favors 
continued community workshops on the

"We have to keep the waterfront open 
between the Windjammer and the Ca­

The proposed Hahn regional shopping 
center, a major issue in the recall of 
three councilmen in September and in the 
special vote to name their replacements, 
is again a key in this election 
After the council took on a “limited 
growth” majority in December, Hahn s 
previously granted fill permit from the 
town was reconsidered The permit was 
suspended pending adoption of the town's

Planning development for the Sausalito 
waterfront is the major issue in a race by 
seven active candidates for two seats on 
the Sausalito City Council in Tuesday's 
election. 


Candidates are incumbents Stephen A. 
Fraser and Earl F. Dunphy and challeng­ 
ers Violeta Autumn, W. Daniel O'Connor, 
Leonard Rappa, David Lent and Serge 
Trubach. 
William Hanna and Charles Peet have 
w ithdraw n from active cam paigning. 
Hanna has thrown his support to 
O'Connor and Peet to O'Connor and 
Dunphy. 
Tourist, industrial, residential and rec­ 
reational developments have been dis­ 
cussed by candidates wrestling to deter­ 
mine the future character of the city's 
“last frontier,” its shoreline. 
Views range from allowing a variety of 
development projects, including some 
tourist-oriented businesses, to banning all 
but marine-oriented establishments and 
recreational areas. 
Accompanying developm ent of the 
w aterfront are problem s of traffic 
congestion and population density, pro­ 
viding public services and assuring pub­ 
lic access to the shoreline. 
Other issues concern the city providing 
low and moderate-cost housing and build­ 
ing a new city library. 
There are 4,717 registered voters in the 
city. Candidates and their views and

EARL F. DUNPHY, 69. a machinist tor 
a San Francisco newspaper, has served 
on the council from 1936 to 1944 and from 
1964 to the present, including a term in 
1970 as the city’s mayor. 
A resident for 56 years, he also was a 
member of the Sausalito Planning Com­ 
mission from 1946 to 1956, acting post­ 
master from 1949 to 1951, and on the 
Marin County Grand Jury in 1956.

Most Belvedere candidates seem to 
think that their city should have a say on 
the issue because they will be as much

Several contenders suggest that the 
city could join with Tiburon in floating a 
bond issue to buy the downtown acreage 
involved from its owner, Southern Pacific 
Railroad, and manage the development 
of the property through the two city 
governments. 
Most candidates agree that the city 
needs more recreation facilities to occu­ 
py residents who cannot or do not want to 
join private recreation and yachting 
clubs. Some think the city could put 
tennis courts on the Lagoon Road park 
area. 
Candidates and their views include the 
following:

He is serving on a Belvedere Planning

They feel the current Tiburon 
plan is inconsistent with our present 
needs, and I am in total agreement with 
that.” 
He supports minimum development on

the railroad land and suggests that the 
two cities could explore schemes for 
buying the property. 
He agrees that his city needs more 
recreation and thinks the only place 
available for such facilities is Lagoon 
Road park which the city now leases 
from the state. He thinks the city should 
buy the park. Tennis courts would be 
possible on the site, he says, if screened 
with heavy landscaping to protect the 
privacy of neighboring homes. 
Rafter is also the founder of the First 
Home and Land Co. office in Tiburon. He 
later sold that firm and opened his 
present business. He also spent 15 years 
in advertising and reporting for San 
Francisco newspapers. 
He has been president of the Tiburon 
Peninsula Chamber of Commerce, chair­ 
man of the Tiburon Peninsula Coordinat- 


on the parks and recreation commission 
for two. 
Mrs. Levit suggests that Belvedere can 
become more involved in monitoring the 
Tiburon development plans by having the 
city council appoint a special committee 
to keep informed on the project.

WILLIAM E. STEEN, 51, is the owner 
and president of Bullock and Jones Men s 
Wear in San Francisco and also owns 
similar stores in Chicago and Washing­ 
ton, DC. 
Steen says that if present downtown 
Tiburon plans continue they will bring 
congestion to Belvedere. “ Almost every­ 
one agrees we don't want Tiburon to 
create another Sausalito right at our 
doorsteps.” 
Joining with Tiburon to buy the South­ 
ern Pacific land is a possibility to ex­ 
plore, Steen says. “ But whether it is 
feasible, I don't know " 
Steen says he is anxious to see the 
present parks and open space in Belve­ 
dere beautified, and Belvedere enhanced 
and developed, but does not think there is 
evidence that Belvedere young people 
need much more in the way of recrea­ 
tion. 
Steen is a past member of the Young 
Presidents’ Organisation and presently 
belongs to the Olympic Club, the Com­ 
monwealth Club and World .Affairs Coun­ 
cil.

She also helped start a new 
after school recreation program for chil­ 
dren held daily in Belvedere City Hall 
“Surveys show that people want more 
recreation than now exists in Belvedere," 
she says. 
Mrs. Levit is a Stanford University 
graduate with an economics degree.

Francisco attorney, live at 45 Beach 
Road with their two children 


CHARLES E. 
Al'ERBAOI. 52, has 
been a planning commissioner for two 
years. He also served four years on the 
parks and recreation commission and 
spent some time as its chairman. 
Auerbach noted that most citizens in 
Belvedere complain that Tiburon’s down­ 
town development plans are “too visitor 
oriented and too m assive.” 
He 
believes 
the 
development could 
force the widening of Tiburon Boulevard 
into a four lane highway. 
He says that the two cities could form a 
joint bond district to consider buying all 
or a part of the Southern Pacific Railroad 
lands The waterfront could then be left 
as open space and the rest developed 
with resident-serving businesses, he says. 
He urges budding city-maintained ten 
ms courts in the Lagoon Road park and 
possibly .shuffleboard for retired rest 
dents. 
Auerbach is a chemical engineer at the 


Standard Oil Co. Richmond refinery. He 
has been on tile boards of the Belvedere 
Tennis Cub and the Northern California 
Tennis Association. 
He has lived in Belvedere since 1955 
and resides at 821 Lagoon Road with his 
wife and daughter. 


BARBARA J. EGOIAN, 42, worked for 
the Ray Noah Real Estate firm 
Pre­ 
viously, she was church editor of the San 
Francisco Chronicle and classified adver­ 
tising manager for the New York Times 
Western edition. 
Miss Egoian said she hopes that Tib­ 
uron consults with Belvedere before car­ 
rying through on the Sequoia Pacific 
plans. “ With the current size of Belve­ 
dere, our community can hold only so 
much traffic and people," she notes. 
She says she does not think Belvedere 
could join Tiburon in buying any railroad 
property. 
She suggests that more recreation fa­

He ran unsuccessfully for city council 
in 1972, but lost by only seven votes. 
Cullen says the plans for downtown 
Tiburon will be too dense and too tourist- 
related. But he says he does not think the 
two cities can join in a bond issue for the 
land. 
“ All we can do is express our point of 
view, indicating dissatisfaction with the 
resulting density and traffic,” he says. 
He says he does not see “any objective 
evidence that we are short on park 
>pace ” He agrees there is a chance of 
developing Lagoon Road park into recre­ 
ational facilities. “ But that takes money, 
and one must consider the chance of 
intrusion into the community park by 
non-citizens." 
Cullen retired last summer from the 
University of Califonua-San Francisco 
Medical School where he was dean for a 
time and also a professor of anesthesia 
and chairman of the department of anes­ 
thesia.

Incumbent Mayor Jean S. Barnard, 
incumbent Councilman Edward J, Boes- 
senecker, an attorney , Gregory C Dyer, 
an attorney, and 
Ivan S 
Poutiatine, 
planning commission chairman and ar­ 
chitect 
All candidates seem to agree on what 


Mill Valley's problems and needs are. but 
they differ in suggesting ways to handle 
them 
Changes in the city's downtown have 
brought more tounst-oriented shops, res­ 
taurants and bars, they say. As a result, 
the city should control the number of 
additional businesses of this kind that are 
permitted to open 
They also want to talk people out of 
driving downtown — possibly by offering 
an attractive local transit program 
Candidates seem worried about the 
prospect of apartment buildings or town 
houses being crowded on their present 
open hillsides. They su ggest various 
methods to keep land green and agree 
that an open space bond issue may be 
needed to persuade Mann supervisors to 
spend county park money in the city. 
They also concede that rising prices 
and property taxes are forcing the mod 
crate income resident and the elderly out 
of Mill Valley But rather than proposing 
the building of new moderate income 
housing, they suggest that the city should 
work on controlling the inflation in taxes 
and housing costs. 
Candidates and their views include the 
following: 
EDWARD J. BOESSENECKER, 52. 
has lived in Mill Valley for 20 years and 
served on the city council for four. He 
also is a former planning commission 
chairman 
Boessenecker has urged adopting a 
growth control ordinance as one way to 
handle the open space question in Mill 
Valley, However, he admitted that writ­ 
ing such an ordinance might be difficult 
in 
view 
of a 
federal 
court decision 
against Petaluma's growth control law 
He said he has been involved in work­ 
ing on the preservation of North Ridge 
for years and is willing to promote a 
bond issue to buy it. He said be was upset 
that the county wanted Mill Valley to 
come up with an open space bond issue to 
match county park funds "But I'm not 
going to sacrifice the North Ridge to a 
principle We may have to have a bond 
issue " 
Ordinances to require use permits for 
tourist drawing bi iin ess are needed, 
Hoessenet ker said 
We've had a tounst- 
oriented trend and ' e have to step up our 
ability to handle it. ‘Ve want the stores to 
serve the community prim arily.” 
He opted for small parking lots down 
town to handle cars, but said he hoped to 
lure driv- ers out of their autos into some 
kind of local transit. 


He said he would work to keep the 
elderly and moderate income rn their 
homes in the Gcbeen Triangle, a city 
area near the downtown which has long 
had more moderate-pneed housing 
Councilman Boessenecker is an attor­ 
ney with a San Francisco practice He 
earned his law degree at the University 
of San Francisco 
He has lived in Mill Valley for 20 years, 
and

JEAN S. BARNARD, 55, bas served on 
the city council for four years and has 
been mayor for two Before ber election 
to the council, she served (Mi the parks 
and recreation commission for five years 
and was that group s chairman for two. 
Mrs 
Barnard has concentrated much 
of her campaign on urging better control 
of automobiles and suggested promoting 
more walking and biking by residents 
* We must keep neighborhoods from dis­ 
integrating by emphasizing foot and bicy­ 
cle traffic over the noisy, polluting and 
impersonal auto," she said. 
She has suggested that the city adopt a 
noise control ordinance setting fines for 
loud cars, and that the city buy a decibel 
meter to “measure" auto sounds and 
other noises 


She said she will work to encourage 
greater use of Miller Avenue by autos 
and less use of East 
Blithedale and 
Sycamore avenues as arterials to and 
from downtown Mil Valley 
Mrs. Barnard has long been a support­ 
er of public transit in Marin She also has 
campaigned for recycling and the sale of 
returnable cans and bottles by city 
stores. 
She said she would like to preserve 
clearly distinguishable neighborhoods 
with their separate characteristics. 


To retain a mixture of different lands 
of residents, she said she will work to 
reduce dependence on the property tax. 
“ I’d like to see a percentage of the state 
income tax 
returned to the city, or 
perhaps have a state lottery " 
Such steps, she noted, will require 
much work by city officials at the state 
level 
She thinks that the city may have to 
pass a bond issue for open space to 
convince the supervisors to buy sections 
of North Ridge

Cotati Councilmen 
Try To Keep Jobs

Four candidates, including two incum­ 
bents appointed after the unsuccessful 
recall attempt last September, are cam­ 
paigning for election Tuesday to the 
Cotati City Council, and only two can 
win. 
The candidates are Councilmen Harry 
E. Fassio and Laura Washburn, Allen C. 
Stansbury and Patrick H. Corrigan. The 
post pays no salary. 
Fassio and Mrs. Washburn were ap­ 
pointed to the council after Herbert T. 
Winter and Frank P. Dolinsek quit in the 
wake of the unsuccessful recall Sept 5 
against Mayor Geoffrey Dunham and 
Councilmen Stephen Laughlin and An­ 
nette Lombardi. Fassio and Mrs Wash­ 
burn were then appointed in an effort by 
the three embattled members to end the 
fight between the town's older residents 
and the younger segment of the popula­ 
tion. 
The two men who resigned were long­ 
time residents and the three recall survi­ 
vors were relatively young 


HARRY E. FASSIO, 49, is a mainte­ 
nance supervisor at Mare Island Naval 
Shipyard who wants to attract light 
industry and develop the city commer-

dally in order to lift some of the tax 
burden on home owners. 
He was considered a non-controversial 
choice when appointed last year, al­ 
though he had opposed the recall. 
Fassio considers the recall election “a 
sad page in the history book of Cotati” 
and says he has worked to unite the town 
again. 
He is a former Sonoma city councilman 
and also was a member of the Sonoma 
Valley School District board before mov­ 
ing to Cotati two years ago. 


LAURA WASHBURN, is an antique 
dealer in Santa Rosa who wishes to 
preserve Cotati as a “bountiful oasis for 
different, even opposing life styles for 
both young and old.” 
She believes the town’s beneficial as­ 
pects can be kept alive ‘‘only if the 
vested-interest, narrow-minded, commer- 
cial-onented people are somehow filtered 
out of the planning commission and city 
council.” 
She is a former midwest editor for 
Mademoiselle magazine. 


ALLEN C. STANSBURY, 31, is a mar 
keting representative for the Union Car­

A two-term veteran of the council and 
former mayor. Roberts cites the good 
working relationship between the city 
government and local school district. 
He believes the city's planning policies 
during his tenure have resulted in “pro­ 
gressive yet carefully controlled 
growth " 
Roberts believes Rohnert Park is one 
of the most forward looking cities rn 
Sonoma County, with many new ap­ 
proaches to city government being first 
tried there. 


D AVID L. ECK, 32, is an associate 
professor of chemistry at Sonoma State 
College. 
His primary campaign focus is on 
growth He believes the city council has 
been more responsive to the interests of 
developers than to citizens 
Eek believes developers must be made 
to bear the cost of the sewer and water 
services which the city provides their 
projects. 
He believes the city has negligently 
allowed the construction of residential 
units near land reserved for industrial 
use. Since housing and industry are 
considered incompatible, he fears the 
industrial area will be rezoned for bous­ 
ing, thus causing badly needed industries 
to locate elsewhere. 
Eek is an active environmentalist who 
is involved in a project at the college 
which produces cattle fodder from sew­ 
age 


LILLIAN E. SANI, 51, is a student loan 
accounts clerk at Sonoma State who 
served as Rohnert Park's first city clerk, 
holding the job six years in the 1960s 
She is see lung a council seat because 
she believes the council has not been 
responsive to women or to citizens over 
50. 
A proponent of controlled growth, she 
charges that over-development and "cha­ 
otic" growth have placed a tremendous 
strain on schools and city services 
Mrs 
San! favors controlled growth 
which will provide jobs for local trades­ 
people without encouraging non residents 
to compete with the local labor force. 
Mrs San! has lived in Sonoma County 
since 1945 ami in Rohnert Park since its 
founding in 1961. 


VV HULS E. BROCK, 42, is a marine 


supply specialist for the International 
Telephone and Telegraph Corp. in Berke­ 
ley who retired last year from a 21-year 
military career in the Army and Air 
Force. 
A resident of the new Holiday Park 
section of Rohnert Park. Brock says he 
decided to run because “there doesn t 
seem to be any representation on the city 
council from this area." 
A supporter of controlled growth, he 
feels the city’s expansion must be “ac­ 
cording to the available resources — 
natural resources like water and open 
space and considerations such as your 
schools and your money.”

Dav id Toma is a d etectiv e with the 
Newark, N.J., Police Department. He has 
mad e ov er 10,000 arrests with an incred i­ 
ble 99 per cent conv iction rate. He has 
been hospitalized 30 times from beatings 
and knife and gu nshot wou nd s. 
A master of d isgu ises, Toma has at­ 
tracted nation-wid e attention from his 
spectacu lar su ccess in fighting crime. A 
popu lar telev ision series is based on his 
ex ploits. 
“Toma 
is the story of his 17 -y ear 
career as a v ice and narcotics d etectiv e. 
Simple and straightforward , this book is 
a powerfu l d ocu ment of one man s life in 
the grimy Newark u nd erworld . 
Amid the pimps, hy pes, whores, mu g­ 
gers, thiev es, and perv erts of the slu ms 
Toma works, making nu merou s arrests 
of both street criminals and big-time 
racketeers.

PAIN by Dr. Arthur S. Frees « ; 
Putnam, 251 pages , $6 .95 . Re­ 
v iewed by Don Kecwn. 


Almost as inev itable as d eath and tax es 
for mankind is pain. 
We enter this world in pain, we d epart 
it in pain, and we generally liv e with a 
good d eal of it in between. 
There are a few ex ceptions — persons 
who cannot ex perience pain. Bu t they 
cannot be consid ered fortu nate. Their 
inability to d etect warning throbs and 


carries throu gh life onto his d eath bed . 
Alway s, u nd erscored , is the realization 
that mu ch remains u nknown or u nprov ­ 
en. 
There are many kind s of pain, the 
acu te (bu rn, cancer in its terminal stage, 
the heart attack, etc.), and the chronic 
d ower back pain, the sprain, etc.) being 
the major oppressors. 
Qu oting Dr. C. Norman Shealy of the 
Pain Rehabilitation Center. La Crosse, 
Wis., Dr. Freese writes: “Intractable

pangs leav es them su bject to mu tiliations 
and d isease. For pain, d espite all its 
u npleasant aspects, d oes play a major 
role in man’s su rv iv al, cau sing him to 
pu ll back from the fire, to ease u p on 
ov erworked mu scles, to seek the phy si­ 
cian’s cou nsel when it su ggests an on­ 
coming malad y . 
Yet Dr. Arthu r S. Freese, formerly a 
d entist specializing in facial and head 
pain who gav e u p his practice to become 
a fu ll-time freelance writer on med icine, 
health and science, tells u s in his book. 
“Pain,“ that man, for all his long asso­ 
ciation with and close prox imity to it, has 
little u nd erstand ing of how and why pain 
works. 
“ Pam is u niv ersal and as familiar to u s 
as ou r own bod ies,” he writes. Bu t pain is 
also “ contrad ictory and parad ox ical, 
my steriou s and somehow magical . . . 
The parad ox and the pu zzle of pain are 
there for all to see. along with its strange 
contrariness." 
And Americans hav e constru cted their 
own parad ox . The d elu ge of telev ision 
commercials and other ad v ertising of 
panaceas for ev ery conceiv able annoy ing 
ache, and the v ast su ms ex pend ed in 
d ru g stores for su ch prod u cts, wou ld 
seem to ind icate an obsession 
Yet, as Dr. Freese points ou t, "Ameri­ 
ca .. . is still not committed to the tru e 
control and conq u est of pain. We hav e 
mad e massiv e financial commitments to 
space and to the conq u est of v ariou s 
d iseases, bu t we ju st hav en’t mad e the 
necessary ' money s av ailable to fight pain. 
As a resu lt, the d octors and scientists 
interested in its control are still only a 
hand fu l compared to those inv olv ed in 
many other field s of med icine and sci­ 
ence.” 
What follows in the book is a fascinat­ 
ing accou nt of the progress, the errors 
and the su ccesses, this hand fu l, past and 
present, has mad e in its efforts to reliev e 
man of the ex cess bu rd en of pain he

primarily from cancer and trau ma.” 
The figu re is conserv ativ e, say s Dr. 
Freese. “Ex perts at the National Insti­ 
tu te of General Med ical Sciences esti­ 
mate many millions of people spend their 
d ay s and nights in the agonizing grip of 
chronic pain.” 
Dr. Freese passes along that incom­ 
plete knowled ge science has managed to 
attain as to how pain occu rs. “To u nd er­ 
stand pain req u ires an u nd erstand ing of 
the entire nerv ou s sy tem; how it be­ 
hav es, what it’s mad e of, and how it 
feels’ pain " And the brain, only one part 
of this sy stem, “ is clearly the most 
highly organized fragment of matter in 
ou r entire u niv erse." 
The pain su fferer is more likely to take 
a personal interest in Dr. Freese's ac­ 
cou nts of what has been d one, is being 
d one or likely will be d one for his or her 
relief. 
Again q u oting Dr. Shealy : “ Med ical 
treatment is grossly ineffectiv e, while the 
d estru ctiv e su rgical proced u res of the 
past 30 y ears hav e not been particu larly 
effectiv e . . . ” Not a particu larly hopefu l 
appraisal. 
An ov erly free resort to d ru gs has 
cau sed ad d ictions and reliances some 
times worse than the initial pain Loboto- 
mies and the sev ering of the pain path­ 
way s in the spinal cord represent d rastic 
su rgical steps that shou ld be employ ed 
only when other techniq u es fail, and 
which are far from certain in their 
effectiv eness. 
Bu t there are hopefu l signs that man is 
beginning to make progress in his efforts 
to tame pain. 
Dr. Freese sees electrical stimu lation 
as a most promising techniq u e (and tells 
of simplified electrical d ev ices the su ffer­ 
er can u se in his own hornet. He say s 
hy pnosis and biofeed back techniq u es 
hav e been employ ed with some su ccess 
u nd er certain circu mstances. Acu pu nc­ 
tu re ho regard s as u nprov en by Western 
scientific stand ard s, for most of the pain- 
reliev ing u ses that hav e been attribu ted 
to it. 
New, improv ed anesthetics hav e mini­ 
mized pain, d iscomfort and d anger in 
su rgery 1. 
Dentistry ’ has been especially su ccess­ 
fu l in red u cing phy sical pain on the part 
of the patient, althou gh the psy chological 
trau ma still remains a problem. 
Bu t the med ical world ’s major weapon 
against pain still remains the simple 
aspiring tablet. Tru e, the aspirin d oes 
hav e some u nfortu nate sid e effects Bu t 
these are relativ ely minor And when not 
abu sed , the a» pinn remains the safest 
and most effectiv e means of relief from 
many forms of pain 
Most read ers will be su rprised to learn 
a Unit a simple method of reliev ing their 
own mu scu lar pains not associated with 
phy sical d isease or d amage — the knead ­ 
ing or pressmg hard u pon the “trigger 
point” the tiny spot responsible for the 
pain. “This can be d one so simply that 
it’s a sad thing it isn’t d one more often,” 
writes Dr. Freese 
It is proposed , too. that man can 
improv e his toleration of pam and su ffer 
less. 
All this close association with pain has 
prod u ced in mankind a sort of life sty le 
practiced by certain hu mans who become 
d epend ent u pon their pain — and the 
attention and sy mpathy it attracts to 
them. 
A new breed of specialist d octors and 
clinical psy chologists hav e been particu ­ 
larly su ccessfu l in d ealing with this 
sy nd rome. Dr. Freese writes. These 
“pain d octors” stnp away the pampering 
and cod d ling that the pain v ictim attracts 
and comes to d epend u pon, forcing him to 
fend for himself as mu ch as he is able, 
and grad u ally increasing the req u ire­ 
ments placed u pon him. 
Dr Freese sees this d ev elopment of 
d octors and psy chologists specializing in 
the treatment of pam as one of the most 
promising d ev elopments in the campaign 
to control pain. 
And generally he is optimistic abou t 
the fu tu re, d espite the past slowness of 
med icine and science to rise to the 
challenge 
“The fu tu re of pain lies hid d en in 
time,” he writes, “for the growth and 
changes we are ex periencing in so many 
field s will, hopefu lly , spill ov er in the 
relief of pain and prov id e greater and 
more effectiv e control than man has ev er 
known. And while pain will alway s be 
there, the time may y et come when pain 
will be red u ced to a protectiv e sy mpton, 
and the d estru ctiv e d isease of pain will 
hav e been conq u ered ”

The lean economy of langu age (here 
skilfu lly translated by Robert Eglesfield ), 
the simplicity of plotting and the basic 
hu manity of his characters stand 
Georges Simenon again in good stead in 
this Ispector Maigret y arn written a 
d ecad e ago. 
A nightclu b owner in Paris’ colorfu l 
Montmartre is fou nd strangled . Bu t to 
Maigret it is apparent that this is not one 
of the d istrict’s u su al gangster killings.

The Mystery And Paradox 
That Still Baffles Man 


PAIN by Dr. A rthur S. Pf — ; 
Putnam, 
251 pogo*, $6.95. Re* 
viewed by Doe Kecwn. 


Almost as inevitable as death and taxes 
for mankind is pain. 
We enter this world in pain, we depart 
it in pain, and we generally live with a 
good deal of it in between. 
There are a few exceptions — persons 
who cannot experience pain. But they 
cannot be considered fortunate. Their 
inability to detect warning throbs and 


carries through life onto his death bed. 
Always, underscored, is the realization 
that much remains unknown or unprov­ 
en. 
There are many kinds of pain, the 
acute (burn, cancer in its terminal stage, 
the heart attack, etc.), and the chronic 
dower back pain, the sprain, etc.) being 
the major oppressors. 
Quoting Dr. C. Norman Shoaly of the 
Pain Rehabilitation Center, La Crosse, 
Wis., Dr. Freese writes: “Intractable

pangs leaves them subject to mutilations 
and disease. For pain, despite all its 
unpleasant aspects, does play a major 
role in man s survival, causing him to 
pull back from the fire, to ease up on 
overworked muscles, to seek the physi­ 
cian’s counsel when it suggests an on­ 
coming malady. 
Yet Dr. Arthur S. Freese, formerly a 
dentist specializing in facial and head 
pain who gave up his practice to become 
a full time freelance writer on medicine, 
health and science, tells us in his book. 
“ Pain," that man. for all his long asso­ 
ciation with and close proximity to it. ha* 
little understanding of how and why pain 
works. 
“Pain is universal and as familiar to us 
as our own bodies." he writes. But pain is 
also “ contradictory and paradoxical, 
mysterious and somehow magical . . . 
The paradox and the puzzle of pain are 
there for all to see, along with its strange 
contrariness. ” 
And Americans have constructed their 
own paradox. The deluge of television 
commercials and other advertising of 
panaceas for every conceivable annoying 
ache, and the vast sums expended in 
drug stores for such products, would 
seem to indicate an obsession 
Yet. as Dr Freese points out, “Ameri­ 
ca . . . is still not committed to the true 
control arni conquest of pain. We have 
made massive financial commitments to 
space ami to the conquest of various 
diseases, but we just haven’t made the 
necessary moneys available to fight pain. 
As a result, the doctors and scientists 
interested in its control are still only a 
handful compared to those involved in 
many other fields of medicine and sci­ 
ence.” 
What follows in the book is a fascinat­ 
ing account of the progress, the errors 
and the successes, this handful, past and 
present, has made in its efforts to relieve 
man of the excess burden of pain he

An overly free resort to drugs has 
caused addictions and reliances some 
lanes worse than the initial pain Loboto­ 
mies and th** severing of the pain path­ 
ways in the spinal cord represent drastic 
surgical steps that should be employed 
only when other techniques (ail. and 
which are far from certain in their 
effectiveness. 
But there are hopeful signs that man is 
beginning to make progress in his efforts 
to tame pain 
Dr. Freese sees electrical stimulation 
as a most promising technique (and tells 
of simplified electrical devices the suffer­ 
er can use in his own home).

To Gardening 


Gardening is a joyful hobby It can also 
be back-breaking 
You can lighten the load by organizing 
gardening tools and supplies in a well- 
planned outdoor storage center Add a 
custom-designed roll around cart to hold 
your most-used gardening took 
' To make the job as satisfactory as 
possible, layout all the articles you want 
to store in the garden shed Figure out 
how much space each item requires You 
might make rough scale drawings on 
graph paper, much as you’d do if you 
ware designing a kitchen or bath This 
trick will teU you how much space is 
needed and how to divide it into shelves 
tor items such as flower pots, spray 
bottles and cans, bins for peat moss, 
fertilizer and other soil conditioners, and 
fluor storage area for bulky things like 
the lawnmower, compester, wheelbarrow 
and the roll-around earner 
SmaU tools should be hung from the 
wall to save space and make them easily 
accessible 
You can make the construction job go 
quickly while building in good looks and 
durability by using exterior hardboard 
siding panels for the walls and top of the 
shed. Exterior hardboard is an engi­ 
neered wood product that is exceptionally 
resistant to moisture, mildew ami ter­ 
mites The panels won t split or crack 
and art* extremely dent-resistant 
Look 
for prefinished hardboard siding that 
matches or coordinates with the siding of 
your house, or buy pre primed hardboard 
siding and finish it as you wish 
Inside the shed, use perforated hard­ 
board garage liner for storage Standard 
storage hooks and brackets for use with 


Most soils can naturally supply the 
necessary bulk elements for a plant's 
growlh such as hydrogen and oxygen 
from water, carbon from carbon dioxide 
in the air. 
In smaller amounts, a plant needs 
nitrogen, phosphorous, potassium, cal­ 
cium. magnesium, iron and sulfur Even 
minute quantities of boron, manganese, 
zinc, copper and molybdenum are essen­ 
tial. 
If this balanced quality of growth 
elements in the soil are not available, 
commercial fertilizers can be used to 
complete its nutritional value 
Simple 
labeling on the fertilizer packages tells 
you the amount of nitrogen, phosphorous 
and potassium each contain Tin* first 
figure is the per cent of nitrogen, the 
second, phosphorous and the third is 
potassium Examples are 5-10-5, 5-10-10, 
or S S S .

Steps That Save 
Fuel In Heating 
Your Greenhouse 


A fuel shortage is here and you may be 
concerned about your greenhouse Take 
steps to conserve fuel and save heating 
money: 


For a tight greenhouse, attach bar caps 
where needed, to the sash to prevent 
glass slippage, eliminating heat loss 
Replace cracked glass Be sure steam or. 
hot water pipes have no leaks. Reflect 
heat from pipes back into the greenhouse 
with aluminum reflectonzed tar paper 
hanging between pipe and wall Leave air 
space for circulation between tar paper 
and wall so walls won t freeze and crash 


lf your greenhouse is plastic it should 
have a double layer of film, which could 
save you up to 40 per cent in fuel Check 
boiler, burner and backup systems for 
efficent operation 
Check insulation on 
boiler and pipes leading to greenhouse 
Black cloth systems used at night help 
reduce the critical heating area and 
reduce radiation heat losses. 


Attach polyethlene or fiber glass on the 
inside gable ends of the greenhouse for 
insulation to produet* a thermopane ef­ 
fect. But do not hoe the roof with the 
material since it could cause debris to 
pile up 


Soda And Bleach 
For Flower Power 


A mixture of one part water, one part 
citrus-flavored soda and half a teaspoon 
of chlorine bleach for each quart of 
solution can help flowers stay fresh 
longer, llie alkalinity of most tap water 
is neutralized by the citric acid and 
carbonation in the soft drink The bleach 
and carbonation control bacteria that 
block water flow in the stems.

For A Real Refinishing Job On 
, 
Start With Removal Of The Old Finish 
By GEORGE MONTGOMERY 
Refinishing a wood floor is a term that 
may mean nothing more than putting on 
a new coat of clear finishing material 
after removing any wax accumulation. 
But a true refinishing job starts with 
the complete removal of the old finish 
and the dust and grime that have been 
ground into it. 
There are two ways to take off the old 
finish. The first, with a varnish remover, 
is seldom used any more. The second, 
with a sanding machine, is the profes­ 
sional method that home owners have 
been using ever since it became possible 
to rent such a machine. 
BEFORE RENTING a floor sander. 


remove all furniture and drapes from the 
room and see that there are no risible 
nail heads that may tear the sandpaper. 
In that way you pay only for the time you 
are actually using the machine and not 
for the time it is standing idle. 
Also, when you rent the big drum-t.vpe 
sander, rent an edger that will enable 
you to sand close to the walls 
Make three passes with the sanding 
machine, the first with coarse paper, the 
second with medium, the third with fine 
Sand with the grain of the wood A most 
important key to successful use of the 
sander is to see that the drum isn’t 
moving except when you are pushing it

TO YOUR QUESTION

Q. — Several holes have developed in our blacktop driveway. Can these holes be 
filled with gravel? 
A. — Yes, but the patched areas won t match and will be conspicuous. A better way 
is to put some gravel into each hole and pack it down until it is about an inch or so 
from the top. Fill the remainder of the hole with blacktop patching material. Pack 
that down and, if it still isn’t level with the surrounding surface, add some more 
patching material. After using the driveway about a week, reinspect each patch and 
see whether more material is required 


Q. — About six months ago there was a tiny leak in a pipe running across our 
basement ceiling.

Window screens last for many years — 
unless they have been damaged by an 
outside source, which can be anything 
from a boy’s baseball to a cat's claws. 
A certain amount of maintenance is 
necessary, though, to maintain the ap­ 
pearance of the screens as well as to 
keep out insects. Most persons are aware 
of this and will do such things as painting 
wooden frames, tightening joints and 
patching small holes. 


REPLACEMENT OF 
the entire mesh 
seems a more formidable job — and is, to 
a degree — with the result that a lot of 
screens are thrown out when new screen­ 
ing material would have given them 
many more years of life. 
First, some details about replacing the 
mesh in a wooden frame 
The old narrow molding that runs along 
the inside of the frame should be prid up 
with a putty knife or other flat tool. If the 
molding is still in good shape, do the 
prying very carefully so that it can be 


used again. 
Take off the screen material, which is 
held in place with either tacks or staples. 
Measure the opening and allow about 
one-half inch extra on each side. This will 
give you the measurement for the new 
mesh so that when you purchase it you 
will get a piece on which there will not be 
much waste. 


A TIME-TESTED method of making 
the mesh taut on the frame is to place the 
wooden part on a sturdy flat surface. 
Place two boards about one inch thick 
under each end of the frame. Now use 
clamps to bend the long edges of the 
frame downward so that it touches the 
surface of the table or whatever else is 
being used. The screen frame now will 


have both ends higher than the center. 
Attach the screening to the frame, using 
either tacks or staples, the latter being 
the more modern material for this pur­ 
pose. When the clamps are removed, the 
bowed frame will spring back into nor­ 
mal position, automatically making the 
mesh tight 
Trim away any ragged edges. 
If you decide to repaint the molding, do 
it before replacing it. 
To replace screening in a metal frame, 
the procedure is pretty much the same 
except that the mesh is held tightly in the 
frames with splines, which are pushed 
into the grooves. There is a small convex 
wheel made for that purpose, but you can 
use the eraser end of a pencil or some­ 
thing similar.

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Old Films 
, 
Say Aiowe Buffs 
In Warner Survey 


By ANN HENCKEN 


N EW YO RK (A P) — The 
1930s and 1940s films aren't just 
getting older, they’re getting 
better, say film buffs. 
When some 200 people were 
asked to pick their favorites 
from a list of 1,600 films, 1918- 
1971, they selected "Casablan­ 
ca,” made in 1942, to top their 
list 
Others in the top five includ 
ed "The Maltese Falcon." 1941; 
"A Streetcar Named Desire," 
1951; and "The Treasure of the 
Sierra 
M adra,” 1941. Only 
•'Who’s Afraid of Virginia 
W oolf’ 1966, represented the 
1960s. 


TH ESE FILM S won out over 
more current pictures like 
"Bu llitt,” "A Clockwork Or 
ange” and "Billy Jack.” 
"The overall picture to be 
drawn from the lists of the top 
films . . . is not that of an 
audience concerned with sex, 
violence or easy entertainment, 
but rather with the themes of 
idealism, moralism. the over­ 
coming of personal problems 
and difficulties and social sig­ 
nificance,” says Dr. William J 
Krossner of Fordham Universi­ 
ty, who conducted the survey of 
Warner Bros Films. 
Why did the old films do so 
well? Explanations vary. 
Old films have much expo­ 
sure from being viewed by a 
huge television audience The 
studios are turning out fewer 
films today. And, some way. 
old movies are simply superior 


"TH E FILM S MADE in the 
1930s and 1940s are better than 
now. That’s true of any classi­ 
cal period. After that, it’s cop­ 
ied and repeated.” says Jim 
Silke, chairman of film studies 
at the American Film Institute 
in Los .Angeles, who helped put 
together Warner Bros. 50th an­ 
niversary record albums of 


song and dialogue. 
"The 1930s and 
40s were 
romantic. They chose to look at 
dreams, propelling people to a 
better kind of life. It wasn’t 
until the late 1950s that film 
began to expose the private 
side of our nature. 
"In the 1960s, you begin to 
preach about the human condi­ 
tion, instead of searching for a 
relationship, honesty, between 
two people. It became propa­ 
ganda instead of a story. 


“YO U N G P E O P L E are look 
ing for a better w'orld, another 
side of life, in the 1970s. People 
have responded to that since 
the beginning of time. There's 
very little of the dream in 
today’s film,” says Silke. 
Leslie Harston, president of 
Leslee Productions, also re­ 
sponsible 
for 
the 
albums, 
makes another point 
"The old movies stand up 
because they’ve been seen by 
two generations in the theater 
and four generations on TV. It's 
probably true that more people 
saw 'Casablanca’ than saw The 
Godfather,’ ” he says. 


S ILK E ADDS that directors 
like Howard Hawks had sharp 
personal identities, as well as 
control over their stars, and the 
strength to make clear aesthet­ 
ic and philosophic statements in 
their films. Today, too few di­ 
rectors have this kind of force, 
he say's. 
"Kubrick, Nichols and Peck 
mpah are the only directors 
with track records, as opposed 
to some 30 in the 1930s,” says 
Silke 
Harston says, "There's big­ 
ger money in records, today. 
People gravitate there, and to 
TV.” 
Silke says, "TV makes 98 per 
cent grade B movies. Their A 
films are Monday night foot 
ball.”

Say Movie Buffs 
In Warner Survey

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NEW Y O R K (AP) - The 
1930s and 1940s films aren't just 
getting older, they're getting 
better, say film buffs. 
When some 200 people were 
asked to pick their favorites 
from a list of 1.600 films, 1918- 
1971, they selected "Casablan­ 
ca,” made in 1942, to top their 
list 
Others in the top five includ­ 
ed "The Maltese Falcon. ’ 1941; 
"A Streetcar Named Desire," 
1951; and "The Treasure of the 
Sierra 
M adra,” 
1941. Only 
“ Who’s Afraid of Virginia 
Woolf" 1966, represented the 
1960s. 


TH ESE F ILM S won out over 
more current pictures like 
"Bullitt.’’ "A Clockwork Or­ 
ange" and "Billy Jack " 
"The overall picture to be 
drawn from the lists of the top 
films ... is not that of an 
audience concerned with sex, 
violence or easy entertainment 
but rather with the themes of 
idealism, moralism, the over­ 
coming of personal problems 
and difficulties and social sig­ 
nificance,” says Dr. William J 
Krossner of Fordham Universe 
ty, who conducted the survey of 
Warner Bros Films. 
Why did the old films do so 
well’ Explanations vary. 
Old films have much expo­ 
sure from being viewed by a 
huge television audience The 
studios are turning out fewer 
films today. And, some way. 
old movies are simply superior 


"TH E F ILM S M A D E in the 
19.10s and 1940s are better than 
now. That’s true of any classi­ 
cal period. After that, it’s cop­ 
ied and repeated," says Jim 
Silke, chairman of film studies 
at the American Film Institute 
in Los Angeles, who helped put 
together Warner Bros 50th an­ 
niversary record albums of 


song and dialogue. 
"The 1930s and 
’40s were 
romantic. They chose to look at 
dreams, propelling people to a 
better kind of life. It wasn’t 
until the late 1950s that film 
began to expose the private 
side of our nature. 
"In the 1960s, you begin to 
preach about the human condi 
tion, instead of searching for a 
relationship, honesty, between 
two people. It became propa­ 
ganda instead of a story. 
"YO U N G P EO P LE are look 
ing for a better world, another 
side of life, in the 1970s. People 
have responded to that since 
the beginning of time. There s 
very little of the dream in 
today ’s film,” says Silke. 
Leslie Harston, president of 
Leslee Productions, also re­ 
sponsible 
for 
the 
albums, 
makes another point 
"The old movies stand up 
because they’ve been seen by 
two generations in the theater 
and four generations on TV. Ifs 
probably true that more people 
saw ‘Casablanca’ than saw ‘The 
Godfather,’ ’’ he says. 


S IL K E ADI** that directors 
like Howard Hawks had sharp 
personal identities, as well as 
control over their stars, and the 
strength to make clear aesthet 
ic and philosophic statements in 
their films. Today, too few di 
rectors have this kind ol force, 
he says. 
"Kubrick, Nichols and Peck­ 
inpah are the only directors 
with track records, as opposed 
to some 30 in the 1930s,” says 
Silke 
Harston says, "There s big­ 
ger money in records, today. 
People gravitate there, and to 
TV 
Silke says, "T V makes 98 per 
cent grade B movies. Their A 
films are Monday night foot 
ball ’’

There's Little 'Lip-Sync' 


On 'Music Country U SA' 


It is no small challenge to 
maintain the pace of producing 
a television series week in and 
week out from, just one studio 
So one can imagine the respon 
sibility shouldered by creator 
producer Greg Garrison whose 
"Music Country U .S.A .” on 
NHt TV emanates from nearly 
100 locales reaching from one 
end of this land to the1 other. 
Actually,” points out the 
well traveled Garrison, “ while 
the logistics of assembling 
some SO top-name entertainers 
to do loo songs on both coasts 
and at points in between is at 


times overwhelming, one of the 
most demanding factors in­ 
volved is that we’re doing a 
minimum of 80 per cent of our 
performances live It is on tape, 
of course, but it is not all lip- 
sync. 
"There lias been a mi scon 
ception about this among a few 
TV critics and if there is one 
thing I want to make clear, it is 
that eight out of every 10 vocals 
done on this show are done live 
on tape ” 
Obviously it would be much 
simpler, not to mention less 
expensive, to make greater use 
of the technique of lip syncing, 
but Garrison feels that the 
“ live” performance at these 
far-flung locales is one of the 
main ingredients behind the 
success of the show 
“ First of all, we use wireless 
mikes about the size of a dime 
which is attached to a small 
easily concealed power pack. 
We use wind filters if it's neces­ 
sary to prevent winds from 
seriously affecting the efforts of 
a performer but most of the 
time we pick up extraneous 
sounds such as dogs barking, 
doors closing and anything else 
that may be going on while 
we’re taping. And, we leave 
’em all in. It offers an immedi­ 
acy and element of spontaneity 
that no studio operation could 
duplicate,” says the peripatetic 
television executive

At any rate, your success will 
depend on your unequivocal at­ 
titude. You have to believe what 
you say. Your decision for the 
moment must be unequivocal 
even though in your heart you 
may be vacillating. This is not 
easy to do when you’ve been a 
frequent user of double mes­ 
sages and the equivocal no. But 
practice. Think about it. Plan 
for occasions when you can use 
it. And then go ahead and act. 
As far as other factors are 
concerned, such as convenience 
or appropriateness, you are en­ 
titled to use them in making 
your decisions. If you have been 
traveling with your family and 
everyone is tired and cranky, 
and the children want to go to 
just one more place, consider 
the consequences. It may seem 
very easy to stop in because you 
are so near. But if it will take 
another two hours, and your 
spouse has a headache, and 
everyone is hungry, then a firm 
no is indicated, regardless of the 
dissenting voices. Mean? Possi­ 
bly. But ifs not mean mean. Ifs 
really only human. And that’s 
all you are. 
In order to be able to convey 
one message at a time, you have 
to recognize first that two or 
more messages are being given. 
lf that’s what you want to do, 
fine. But if you think double 
messages are single messages, 
you have to find out that they 
are not. Here the process of 
identification may take place.

Displeasure, they feel, can lead 
to anger, anger to vindictiveness, 
vindictiveness to hurtfulness. 
But the truth is that you are 
entitled to say no, if a no is in­ 
dicated. Noes should be based 
on the givens of the situation. 
You might decide to withhold a 
reasonable and unequivocal no 
if your child wants something 
deeply. While inconvenient or 
inconsistent with your general 
policy, you might permit it. 
For example, say your five- 
year-old girl is sitting with older 
brothers or sisters watching 
“Peter Pan" on TV and it’s past 
her bedtime. If getting to bed is 
of crucial importance on that 
night (which it probably isn’t), 
then she gets an unequivocal no 
when she asks to stay up to see 
the rest of the movie, which will 
run till 10:30.

She may try, but you can briefly

If you add that there 
might be other programs she 
can watch in the future, she 
may be quite satisfied. 
At any rate, your success will 
depend on your unequivocal at­ 
titude. You have to believe what 
you say. Your decision for the 
moment must be unequivocal 
even though in your heart you 
may be vacillating. This is not 
easy to do when you’ve been a 
frequent user of double mes­ 
sages and the equivocal no. But 
practice. Think about it. Plan 
for occasions when you can use 
it. And then go ahead and act. 
As far as other factors are 
concerned, such as convenience 
or appropriateness, you are en­ 
titled to use them in making 
your decisions. If you have been 
traveling with your family and 
everyone is tired and cranky, 
and the children want to go to 
just one more place, consider 
the consequences. It may seem 
very easy to stop in because you 
are so near. But if it will take 
another two hours, and your 
spouse has a headache, and 
everyone is hungry, then a firm 
no is indicated, regardless of the 
dissenting voices.

Arabs Silent On Hijack Reasons 


AMSTERDAM (UPI) - Two 
\rabs refused today to tell po­ 
lice interrogators why they hi­ 
jacked a British Airways VC10, 
forced it to fly to Amsterdam, 
freed the 102 passengers and 
crew and then set the airliner 
afire with whisky, perfume and 
explosives. 
Police said they had ques­ 
tioned the two continuously 
since their capture on the tar­ 
mac of Amsterdam’s Schiphol 
airport last night 
‘ They told us nothing at all," 
an airport police spokesman 
said 
Two young Arab hijackers 
seized the British Airways 
YOU, earning 02 passengers 
and 10 crewmen, yesterday af­ 
ternoon 90 minutes after the 
four-encme .jetliner took off 
from Beirut on a flight to Lon­ 
don. 
Three hours later, the guerril­ 


las ordered passengers and 
crew out of the blue, silver and 
white plane at Amsterdam's 
Schiphol airport and used the 
duty-free whiskey and perfume 
a (ward as fuel to bum and blow 
up the aircraft. 
The police spokesman said 
airport police had questioned 
the hijackers until midnight. 
State police then took them 
away to a place “ somewhere in 
the country safe behind locked 
doors" for further interroga­ 
tion. he said 
.Although the hijackers spoke 
only broken English with au­ 
thorities. police "had the im­ 
pression they were good in En­ 
glish but preferred to keep their 
mouths shut," he said. 
When the Arabs left the 
plane, the spokesman said, 
“ they took a terrible risk by not 
keeping any of the passengers 
as hostages. Sharpshooters sit­ 


ting in armored cars had their 
fingers on the trigger." 
A police officer “ unwittingly 
kept them from firing by walk­ 
ing toward the hijackers with 
his hands up," he said. 
The officer persuaded the 
skyjackers to give up their am­ 
munition. he said 
A Justice Ministry spokes­ 
man said the case “ is now in 
the hands of the public prosecu­ 
tor of the city of Haarlem under 
w hose judicial authority the air­ 
port is." 
All the passengers as well as 
the two commandos slid to safe­ 
ty down the plane's emergency 
chutes before the whiskey-per- 
fume blaze touched off plastic 
explosives left behind in the 
aircraft. 
Authorities said the interior 
of the plane was badly dam­ 
aged by the fire and explosions, 
but the jet was not expected to

“ Eleo ” weighs abo ut 12 
po unds, stands a fo o t high and 
is sav ing the business an esti­ 
mated 75 per cent o f no rmal 
installatio n time. 
He is emplo y ed by Pacific 
Reco rding, Ltd., an electro nics 
firm headed by Chuck Allen. 
Fo r the past three y ears, 
“ Eleo ” has been used to per­ 
fo rm co mplex wiring tasks fo r 
Allen, his o wner. 
Allen spends a great deal o f 
his time installing backgro und 
music sy stems in o ffices, de­ 
partment sto res and recreatio n 
co mplex es. Tho usands o f feet o f 
wiring must first be rigged fo r 
perfect so und sy stems, and 
that’s where “ Eleo ” co mes in. 
The wiring must be placed in 
ex tremely high ceiling areas, 
an d installing it is co mplicated 
by electrical sy stems, piping, 
air co nditio ning ducts and light­ 
ing facilities. There are also 
just a few feet between the 
ceiling and the ro o f, making it 
a difficult and dangero us feat 
fo r men to install the wiring. 


“ Eleo ,” ho wev er, cau do the 
jo b much faster than Allen can . 
The wiring is attacked to his 
harn ess, and he is called to 
v ario us speakers, running to ­ 


ward them with the wiring 
trailing behind him. 
“ He’s quite smart,” Allen o b­ 
serv ed. “ he wo n’t let himself 
get tangled up. If he gets into a 
difficult situatio n, he just re­ 
v erses and tries again.” 
Allen estimates his do g sav es 
him 75 per cent o f no rmal 
wiring time and has been a 
great benefit to his business. In 
fact, “ Eleo ” has been so benfi- 
cial to the electro nics firm that 
Allen plans so o n to hav e him 
insured. 
“ Eleo ” has perfo rmed many 
wiring tasks in the past three 
y ears, wiring up to 30 speakers 
a day . It wo uld take a man 
abo ut three day s to do the same 
wo rk. 
Using “ Eleo ” was the idea o f 
Allen’s wife, Elizabeth, who has 
a ho bby o f raising canines. 
Befo re that, Allen said, "We 
used to do it the hard way .” 
Mrs. Allen said “ Eleo ” was 
the small o ne o f the litter “ but 
seemed v ery bright at an early 
age.” When perfo rming wiring 
tasks, he o bey s v ario us co m­ 
mands fro m Allen and his wife. 
Off the jo b, “ Eleo " is a fami­ 
ly fav o rite, and has “ bis o wn 
pad” in the Allen ho me where 
he sleeps. 
In fact, Allen said, “ Eleo ” is 
fed so well “ that the v et to ld us 
the o ther day to sto p feeding 
him so much rich fo o d and giv e 
him so me o rdinary do g fo o d fo r 
a change.”

Heath Coalition 
Try Said Failure 


LONDON (L'PI) - Political 
informants said today the Lib­ 
eral party has decided not to 
join Prime Minister Edward 
Heath's Conservatives in a coa 
lition government or any other 
kind of alliance and that this 
meant he would have to resign 
T he sources said the decision 
agreed on unanimously at a 
two-hour meeting of the 14 Lil> 
eral party members of parlia 
ment. meant Heath will have nc 
other choice but to hand his 
government’ s resignation tc 
Queen Elizabeth and advise her 
to summon Labor party leadei 
Harold Wilson to form a new 
administration 
T he Liberal party said its 
decision will be confirmed in a 
formal statement later. 
It said Liberal leader Jererrn 
T horpe will inform Heath of the 
party’s decision later this after­ 
noon 
Political informants said the 
Liberals will propose to Heath 
formation of a “ grand coali­ 
tion” government of all three 
major parties — Conservatives, 
Labor and Liberals 
But Conservative party 
sources said Heath is “ not in­ 
terested.” 
In a further blow to Heath's 
hopes of carrying on an “ anti- 
Socialist” government, 10 of the 
11 hard line Protestant militant 
members of parliament from 
Northern Ireland agreed in Bel­ 
fast to go it alone and not to 
join any government in London. 
T hey decided to set up a 
“ United Ulster Unionist parlia­ 
mentary' coalition.” 
Acting as spokesman for the 
group. Rev. Ian Paisley said it 
will support whichever party 
helps Ulster. 
Labor party sources said if 
Wilson is summoned to form a 
government, he will do so with 
the 301 Labor party members of 
parliament alone, even though 
they do not constitute a majori­ 
ty of the new 635- member 
House of Commons. 
T hey said he will push ahead 
with Labor’s program, includ­ 
ing nationalization of additional 
key industries, until the party is 
defeated in parliament and that 
Wilson then will call a new 
general election to seek a full 
majority. 
Earlier, Heath, still clinging 
obstinately to power despite a 
stinging rebuff from the voters 
in T hursday’s general election, 
held a two-hour meeting of his 


cabinet. 
Government officials said it 
discussed a possible deal with 
the Liberals. 
No statement was released 
afterwards. 
Amid the deepening political 
and industrial crisis Bucking­ 
ham Palace announced the 
queen has canceled her return 
to Australia, previously sched­ 
uled for Wednesday 
T he announcement said it will 
be decided later whether she 
will go ahead with a scheduled 
state visit to Indonesia. 
T he queen returned Friday 
immediately after the general 
election. 
Under Britain’s unwritten 
constitution she must be on 
hand to accept the resignation 
of an outgoing prime minister 
and appoint his successor— 
usually on the “ advice” of the 
outgoing government chief. 
Wilson, waiting in the wings, 
summoned a meeting of his 
would-be cabinet ministers this 
afternoon to be prepared to 
take over if Heath quits and the 
queen summons him to form a 
new government. 
In Belfast, Northern Ireland 
Protestant extremist members 
of parliament also met to dis­ 
cuss an offer from Heath to ally 
themselves with his Conserva­ 
tive party in the United King­ 
dom parliament. 
Heath and Liberal party lead­ 
er Jeremy T horpe met for 30 
minutes at the prime minister’s 
No. 10 Downing Street resi­ 
dence Sunday night, continuing 
earlier discussions. 
T he prime minister also con­ 
ferred with top Conservative 
party leaders and members of 
his cabinet. 
Heath was reported to have 
suggested either a full-fledged 
coalition, including major cabi­ 
net posts for T horpe and one or 
two other Liberals, or alterna­ 
tively, a simple pledge that the 
Liberals would support an 
emergency economic program. 
Heath called the national 
elections last T hursday in an 
effort to win a mandate to 
settle a crippling coal miners’ 
strike that has dwindled energy 
supplies and plunged Britain 
into its worst economic crisis 
since World War II. 
T he election resulted in a 
five-seat Labor party edge, but 
both the Laborites and Conserv­ 
atives failed to win a majority 
in the 635-member parliament.

Awards Flying High 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - The 
melody of the Grammy Awards 
lingers todya for the winners — 
Roberta Flack. Stevie Wonder. 
Bette Midler and more 
Members of the National 
Academy of Recording Arts 
and Sciences celebrated the 
year gone by with a gala show 
Saturday night. 
They chose “ Killing Me Softly 
With His Song," a musical tn- 
buteto music, as record of the 
year, and its artist. Roberta 
Flack, as top pop female vocal­ 
ist It was the second consecu­ 
tive year Miss Flack won the 
record of the year award 
The prestigious “ album of the 
year” citation went to Wonder, 
the blind composer-singer-musi- 
cian for “ Innervisions.” He 
claimed the most Grammys of 
the show — four in all 
In the ceremony's most emo­ 
tional moments, Wonder, wear­ 
ing dark glasses, was led to the 
stage first by his mother, then 
by a brother and sister. He paid 
tribute to his family, insisting 
that his mother take one of the 
awards, and recalled how he 
almost died last summer in an 
auto accident. 
“ I thank God he’s alive to 
accept these awards,” said his 
mother, Louiah Haradway of 
Detroit. 
Wonder accepted one of his 
trophies in memory of a singer 
Jim Croce, who was killed in a 
plane crash last year 
In addition to album of the 
year, Wonder’s awards were 
best male pop vocal, “ You Are 
the Sunshine of My Life;” best 


rhythm and blues vocal, "Su­ 
perstition ” ” Innervisions’’ also 
was named best engineered al­ 
bum 
The flamboyant, red-haired 
Miss Midler, whose singing 
style is reminiscent of the 
1940s, accepted her Grammy as 
best new artist of the year with 
the exclamation, “ Isn’t this a 
hoot!” 
Miss Flack, whose career 
peaked with last year’s winning 
song, “ The First Time Ever I 
Saw Your Face,” said she was 
overwhelmed at winning again 
“ Iwant to thank the world'” 
she said 
Gladys Knight and the Pipps 
claimed two awards as best pop 
and rhythm and blues group In 
the country music field, big 
winners were Charlie Rich Rich 
and Olivia Newton-John for 
male and female vocals. The 
country duo award went to Kris 
Kristofferson and Rita Cool- 
idge 
Major jazz winners were Art 
Tatum, best soloist; Supersac, 
best group, and Woody Her­ 
man, best big band 
The classical album of the 
year was “ Bartók Concerto for 
Orchestra,” Pierra Boulez con­ 
ducting the New York Philhar­ 
monic Orchestra.

A third ordinance would pro­ 
vide for fire protection stan­ 
dards at mannas, including re­ 
quirements for dry chemical 
fire extinguishers on floating 
docks and a means of summon­ 
ing the fire department at least

'Little Strokes' 
Cause Trouble 


NEW YORK (UPI) - An of­ 
ten unsuspected cause of men­ 
tal and physical incapacity is a 
series of “ little strokes. ” 
A stroke occurs when the 
blood supply to a part of the 
brain is reduced or cut off. This 
can be caused by a blood clot or 
by hemorrhage — bleeding 
from a brain artery' that has a 
blowout. When the nerve cells 
of a part of the brain don't get 
blood, the part of the body 
controlled by these nerve cells 
cannot function properly. 
The American Medical Asso­ 
ciation says little strokes may 
start when a person is in the 30s 
or 40s, striking silently at night 
or passing almost unnoticed as 
a sudden dizzy spell.

MUSIC REVIEW 
Enthusiastic Listeners 
For A Baroque Concert 


By VERA M. OLMSTED 
There seems to be no flagging 
of interest in Baroque instru­ 
ments; in fact, their popularity 
increases as more people them­ 
selves play such previously ne­ 
glected instruments as the re­ 
corder, baroque flute, and 
harpsichord, possibly due to the 
availability of these instru­ 
ments in reasonably authentic 
reproductions. 
A large and enthusiastic 
group of listeners, including a 
good number of performers 
themselves, came to the Col­ 
lege of Marin Fine Arts Theater 
Saturday evening to hear a 
concert by two masters, both 
renowned in their respective 
fields. 
Frans Brueggen, Dutch re­ 
corder virtuoso, and Alan Cur­ 
tis. harpsichordist and profes­ 
sor of music at the University 
of California, presented a selec­ 
tion of small but enchanting 
works, plus the stately and 
compelling sonata in B minor 
for transverse flute and harpsi­ 
chord by J. S. Bach. 
The evening was not without 
its distracting moments. After 
the footlights dimmed Brueg­ 
gen stepped forward to an­ 
nounce a change in the pro­ 
gram. a common occurrence. 


he said, during the Baroque 
era, when people changed their 
minds quite readily. 
Since the Fine Arts Theater is 
not an intimate salon in a 
music patron’s home, many 
people in the back hall had a 
hard time hearing, particularly 
when Brueggan’s soft accented 
English had to compete with a 
disruptively noisy air-condition­ 
ing unit in the rear hall. 
The most commanding and 
engrossing work on the pro­ 
gram was the Bach sonata. 
Brueggen displayed his mas­ 
tery of the baroque flute, an 
instrument quite different in 
sound from today’s modern 
flute. 
The transverse flute existed 
side by side with the recorder, 
but the needs of the concert hall 
eventually led to the decline of 
the recorder and the improve­ 
ment of the flute, (Brueggen 
q u e stio n s these ‘‘ im prove­ 
ments’’), and the evolution of 
the flute as we know it today. 


The baroque flute has a very 
sweet sound, and certain notes 
are soft enough to be almost 
inaudible. Brueggen plays with 
a stylistically impeccable tech­ 
nique. his phrasing and articu­ 
lation being beyond reproach.

The program concluded with 
the charming sonata in C major 
by the almost unknown compos­ 
er Philibert de Lavigne. The 
work is scored for a soprano 
recorder, which has a pleasing

$300,000.

Hurting Children 


NEW YORK 1 UPI) - The 
Watergate scandal is causing 
harm to America's children, 
according to Dr Lee Salk, di­ 
rector of Pediatric Psychology 
at the New York Hospital Cor­ 
nell Medical Center.

THE UNEXPLAINED 


By ALLEN SPRAGGETT 


Underwater Photography Hints 
Of Monsters In Loch Ness 


Monster pictures tend to be a dime a dozen 
and most are palpable fakes. But somebody 
has taken an underwater photograph of the 
famous Loch Ness monster that has the 
experts frankly shaking their heads. 
They consider the picture the best evidence 
yet for what a growing number of investiga­ 
tors have come to suspect — that there really 
is something huge, alive and unclassifiable 
prowling the depths of Scotland's biggest 
lake. 
-------- 
Last year a Boston-based 
team of investigators who call 
themselves the Academy of Ap­ 
plied Science spent the summer 
camped on the shores of Loch 
Ness, determined to bring back, 
if not “ Nessie" (as the monster 
is called), then at least tangible 
evidence of her existence. 
They got the next best thing 
to the monster — a photograph 
of part of the anatomy. 
Monster-watching at Loch 
Ness is a tedious business be­ 
cause. though there have been 
hundreds of sightings, Nessie is 
shy and its public appearances 
tend to be brief and furtive. 
Therefore, the 12-man investi­ 
gating team decided to invade 
its watery domain with an eye 
that never sleeps. 
Using a special strobe ca­ 
mera developed by Prof Har­ 
old Edgcrton of Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology, they 
set a photographic trap for the 
monster under a large school of 
salmon 
On August 8, between 1:40 
and 2:10 a m., something slith­ 
ered through the trap. A sonar 
record imade by bouncing 
sound waves off the target) 
showed what appeared to be 
two undulating objects, each 
about 30 feet long, with many 
smaller objects, assumed to be 
fish, scurrying away. At the 
same time the strobe camera 
caught an amorphous shape 
that seemingly was rough-tex- 
tured and greenish-brown in 
color. 
One of the photographic im­ 
ages looked like the huge fin of 
some giant fish 
Scientists who’ve studied the 
photographs and the sonar 
being im- 
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record admit to 
pressed 
“ The sequence appears to 
show the passage of a large 
object and the films are genu­ 
ine underwater photographs," 
allowed J 
G. Sheales of the 
British Museum of Natural His­ 
tory. 
“ The animal or animals in 
the photograph have a dimen­ 
sional extent of approximately 


20 to 30 feet," judged oceanog­ 
rapher Paul Skitzi. 
“ The creature has several 
segments or projections, such 
as humps.” commented under­ 
water sonar expert Martin 
Klein of Salem, N.H. 
The president of the monster- 
hunting Academy of Applied 
Science, Boston attorney Rol> 
ort Rines, says he's convinced 
Nessie exists — probably more 
than one for breeding purposes. 
There have, after all, been re­ 
ports of the monster for at least 
1,500 years and it’s unlikely any 
creature could be that long- 
lived 
What could the monsters (as­ 
suming they exist) possibly be? 
The most likely guess is some 
sort of aquatic creature from 
the paleozoic age whose great- 
great grandparents got into 
Loch Ness millions of years ago 
before it was cut off from the 
ocean. The lake, 25 miles long 
and teeming with fish, is quite 
capable of providing sanctuary 
for a respectable family of 
monsters. 
The notion of prehistoric sea 
serpents surviving into the 20th 
Century is made more plausible 
by the discovery a few years 
ago of a live coelocanth — a 
fish thought to have been ex­ 
tinct for 30 million years. (Since 
then, several specimens of this 
“ living 
fossil’’ 
have been 
caught ) 
However, there are people 
who don't think the Loch Ness 
monster is reallv a monster at 
all. 
There have been suggestions, 
apparently serious, that it's an 
underwater UFO lurking in the 
lake for mysterious purposes of 
its own. 
An even more exotic theory 
comes from British writer F. 
W. Holiday who says the mons­ 
ter may be something more like 
a demon. In June, Holiday took 
a Church of England vicar, the 
Rev. Dr. D. Ormand, to Loch 
Ness to perform a nte of exor­ 
cism. 
There are no further reports 
of Nessie having been seen

Donated by the Pacific Coast 
Chapter of the Railway and 
locomotive Historical Society, 
they include Central Pacific's 
first locomotive, the Governor 
Stanford, built in 1862, and 
Southern Pacific's locomotive, 
the C. P. Huntington built in 
1863. Both were shipped around 
the Horn and assembled on the 
West Coast 
There also are ancient, all­ 
wood passenger cars, the pri­ 
vate car “ Gold Coast" once 
owned 
by the late Lucius 
Beebe, a connnoisseur of stylish 
travel, old Pullman sleepers 
and hundreds of feet of track. 
The donated historical society- 
stock has been described by- 
John H. White Jr., director of 
industries of the Smithsonian 
Institution, "as one of the most 
valuable and significant collec­ 
tions of 19th Century locomo­ 
tives and cars extant." 
“ The railroad companies 
themselves have come for­ 
ward.” said parks department 
senior architect Earl Carlson, 
who is overseeing the project 
Southern Pacific, Western Pa­ 
cific and Santa Fe have con­ 
tacted the department and ex­ 
pressed interest in finding ways 
they can help us with the 
project. 
The parks department esti­ 
mates that the overall cost of 
the project will top $5 million 
Most of that will be needed to 
restore century-old railway re­ 
lated buildings in Old Sacra­ 
mento, including the headquar­ 
ters of Central Pacific Railroad 
which started the original track 
laying push east Jan. 8, 1863 at 
the foot of K Street. 
California voters will decide 


the fate of the museum in June. 
Some $5 million of the $250 
million State Park Bond Act, 
w hich will be on the June ballot 
as Prop 1, has been earmarked 
for the project. 
If the initiative passes, Carl­ 
son said the museum could be 
completed by July of 1977. 


The museum is being de­ 
signed by Spencer. Lee, Busse 
and Stypula of Menlo Park. 
Calif., in connection with the 
consulting firm Barry- Howard 
Associates of Larchmont, N Y. 


The presentation of the stock 
and other items, the consulting 
firm said, should be an “ experi­ 
ence" and an “ adventure.”

Dependence on oil wou ld 
obv iou sly be a negativ e factor. 
Three Big Board-listed compa­ 
nies in a fav orable position, 
with only minor dependence on 
oil are: Allegheny Power Sy s­ 
tems, 99 per cent coal; Pennsy l­ 
v ania Power & Light, 93 per 
cent coal, 4 per cent hy dro; and 
Toledo Edison, 97 per cent coal. 
W isconsin E lectric Power 
(NYSE) generate 80 per cent 
with coal and 12 per cent with 
nu clear power. Washington Wa­ 
ter Power (NYSE), an electric/ 
natu ral gas u tility , u ses hy dro­ 
based plants to su pply the bu lk 
of its power capacity . Fu tu re 
capacity needs will be su pplied 
by a 15 per cent interest in a 
coal-fired plant. 
A second major concern is 
the regu latory climate prev ail­ 
ing in the states serv ed by the 
v ariou s u tilities. In the case of 
each of the abov e fiv e compa­ 
nies, the v ariou s pu blic u tility 
commissions inv olv ed hav e an 
open attitu de and in the past 18 
months hav e been fairly rea­ 
sonable in allowing fu el adju st­ 
ment clau ses and granting rate 
increase req u ests. How’ev er, the 
Pennsy lv ania Pu blic Utilities 
Commission is probably the 
most liberal The high lev el of 
capital ex penditu res necessary 
to finance ex panded generating 
capacity is also important in 
assessing the u tility growth pic­ 
tu re. Althou gh internally gener­ 
ated fu nds cov er some of these 
ex penses, mu ch of the capital 
mu st be raised throu gh eq u ity 
offerings and new bond issu es, 
often dilu ting earnings or re-

Medical And Dental Expenses 
Can All Be Lumped Together 


There has been q u ite a change in the 
method of listing medical and dental ex pense 
and contribu tions for 1973, as itemized dedu c­ 
tions. 
You no longer hav e to list each doctor, 
dentist, etc., and amou nts paid to them. 
These can now be lu mped on line 6(a), bu t y ou 
shou ld, of cou rse, keep cancelled checks, 
receipts, etc., so that if y ou are au dited y ou 
will be able to su bstantiate the total amou nts 
y ou list here. Other items, su ch as hearing 
aids, dentu res, ey e glasses, 
transportation, etc., shou ld be 
listed on line 6(c) indiv idu ally . 


As a practical matter, if y ou 
hav e v ery large medical ex pen­ 
ses, it might be a good idea to 
list here the reason for these 
medical ex penses. Su ch as li 
listing might possibly sav e y ou 
an au dit at a fu tu re date. 


It is no longer necessary to 
list ev ery $1 or $2 contribu tion 
that y ou make. You simply 
lu mp them together on line 21, 
u nder total cash contribu tions 
for which y ou hav e receipts, 
cancelled checks, money or­ 
ders. etc. 
It is important that y ou retain

It Depends On Whose You Read 


A predictable plethora of polls is being 
promoted by politicians ru nning in the 
prim ary election The conclu sions, how­ 
ev er, depend u pon whose press releases 
y ou read 
The California Poll reported last week 
that Sec of State Edmu nd G. Brown Jr 
was leading San Francisco May or Joseph 
L Aiioto by more than a 2-1 m argin in a 
statew ide su rv ey of v oters. 
AJioto's cam paign, howev er, issu ed a 
statem ent the sam e day proclaiming that 
“ a political poll shows AJioto leading 
m ajor riv als.” The poll, it tu rned ou t, 
was taken only in Santa Clara Cou nty 
Ev en the press release acknowledged it 
was the state s first largest cou nty for 
D em ocratic re g istra tion, ex ceeded by 
Los Angeles, Orange, San Diego and 
Alameda cou nties 
Santa Clara, in fact, has fewer than 
270,000 of the fiv e million registered 
Democrats. Only 621 persons were polled, 
or 
10229 of one per cent of California 
Democrats. 
The lead was narrow ev en there: 31 per 
cent for -Aiioto and 29 per cent for Brown. 
Hardly worth crowing abou t.

Crises In Western Governments 
May Have Some Advantages 


Does it m atter that the m ajor gov ern­ 
ments of the western world are weak and 
u ncertain9 
Of cou rse it does. Bu t the resu lts are 
not all negativ e. For instance, a powerfu l 
majority for Harold Wilson’s Labor party 
in Britain might hav e resu lted in British 
withdrawal from the Common Market, 
which wou ld hav e produ ced far more 
u ncertainty than a continu ation of the 
statu s qu o. 
And the u ncertainties which su rrou nd 
President Nix on’s adm inistration do not 
seem to hav e weakened its capacity to 
condu ct 
a 
strong and 
u sefu l 
foreign 
policy . Rarely has American diplomacy 
been more effectiv e than in this period of 
darkened national leadership 
Nor does the dou bt which hov ers ov er 
President Pompidou in France inhibit his 
gov ernment from taking an abrasiv ely 
nationalistic line in its foreign policies. 
The fact that Chancellor Willy Brandt in 
the West German Repu blic has to walk a 
domestic tightrope m ay hav e somew'hat 
moderated the v igor of his improv ed 
relations with both the Sov iet Union and 
his East German brothers, bu t it has not 
negated them 


THE ITALIAN gov ernm ental coalition 
is tottering; the Greeks hav e had a fairly 
recent cou p; the problem of the Spanish 
su ccession 
is 
u nresolv ed; 
there hav e 
been dram atic political shifts in Den­ 
mark and Sweden. So it goes, throu ghou t 
mu ch of the western world 


Bu t all this u ncertainty has not redu ced 
the West to sham bles. It may ev en hav e 
intensified the responsibility and sober 
cau tion of the regimes that are seeking to 
su rv iv e and strengthen them selv es. It 
does not seem to hav e encou raged adv en­ 
tu rism any where, which is the principal 
danger. If President Nix on felt, for ex am ­ 
ple. that to sav e his adm inistration he 
cou ld take the risk of precipitating an 
international crisis, there wou ld be trou ­ 
ble indeed Bu t no su ch recklessness has 
appeared 


We hav e less information abou t what is 
happening to the power stru ctu res of the 
two Commu nist giants. There obv iou sly 
is some kind of stru ggle going on in 
China. It seem s to inv olv e ex trem ists 
elem ents challenging the gerontocracy of 
Chairm an Mao and P rem ier Chao. Bu t it 
has clearly not produ ced any rev ersal of 
the opening of China to the West, al­ 
thou gh it has closed the doors somewhat 
Visitors are not welcomed as they were a 
few months ago 


Nor do we know the statu s of the rather 
end less pow er m aneu v ers insid e the 
Kremlin. It is the natu re of police states 
that there shou ld be battles for power 


arou nd the throne It does not seem to be 
an intensiv e period of domestic riv alry 
within the Sov iet Union, althou gh ru m ­ 
bles of opposition to detente are heard 
and there cou ld be radical ex plosions at 
any time. 


OBVIOUSLY, TO DEFEND or ex ten 
u ate weakness in gov ernment is carry ing 
optimism pretty far. Bu t the mitigation 
of u nlimited power is no bad thing. Nor 
does it harm the morale of one gov ern­ 
ment to know that other gov ernm ents 
also are hav ing trou ble. And there are 
some v alu es in a gov ernm ent hav ing to 
dev elop consensu s program s instead of 
partisan ones. The need of an American 
ex ecu tiv e to conciliate Congress is not 
withou t 
its adv antages. 
Sometimes it 
prev ents the abu se of power. 


And in Great Britain, the nation may 
now hav e to learn some of the lessons ot 
div ided and balanced power — at least 
between the parties — which is inherent 
in the American political sy stem. Weak­ 
ness can be carried too far, and the 
British will hav e to hav e some kind of 
parliam entary m ajority before v ery long. 


Ot cou rse, conditions in the nation and 
ihe world (and in many nations) are su ch 
that gov ernm ents of national u nion wou ld 
seem to be highly appropriate if they can 
possibly be worked. 


This calls for im agination, sacrifice of 
partisan selfishness, and dedicated lead­ 
ership — in any cou ntry . Bu t I believ e 
that pu blic opinion wou ld rally to some 
su ch solu tion, particu larly in Great B rit­ 
ain and the United States.

Weingarth was 153 votes be­ 
hind third-place finisher Shawn, 
but there were six additional 
candidates in that special elec­ 
tion who received 2,131 votes or 
almost one-third of the total 
cost. 
Haehl, Kostelic and Shawn 
received over half the votes in 
that election 
But because of 
the extra 2,131 votes from other 
candidates, Weingarth figures 
he has a good chance to vault 
into a council seat this time 
around 
Of those 2.131 votes, losing 
candidates who supported limit­ 
ed growth and opposed the 


Hahn shopping center tallied 
1.177 Shopping center support­ 
ers received 954. 
Playing mind games with all 
these figures can be a danger­ 
ous business.

SACRAMENTO tUPD - The 
Mate sales tax will increase by 
one penny per dollar next 
month, costing Californians an 
extra *1 25 million a day. unless 
the legislature suddenly revers­ 


es itself 
The up and-down sales tax is 
scheduled to go up again from 5 
to 6 cents on the dollar April 1 
in most of the state. The excep­ 
tion would be in Bay Area 
Rapid Transit counties, where 
it would be raised from 5 
to 6 
*: cents. 
The hikes, which would raise 
about $650 million a year for 
the state treasury, would be the 
third rate change in the sales 
tax rate in nine months. 
Sen. Ralph C. Dills, D-Gar- 
dena. is waging an uphill battle 
to delay the increase for six 
months. He contends the state 
is collecting more money than 
it needs and the legislature 
would look foolish if it later 
\oted to lower the levy to 5 
cents again. 
A Dills bill (SB1490) delaying 
the tax hike until Oct. 1 has 
cleared the Senate Revenue and 
Taxation Committee and is 
awaiting a hearing by the Sen­ 
ate Finance Committee. 
But Gov. Ronald Reagan's 
finance chief and Assembly 
Speaker Bob Moretti said in

Europe's Version Of SST 
Goes Begging For Buyers

PARIS — Can a huge white 
elephant be transformed into a 
great white hope? 


With its slim, almost antisep­ 
tic-looking droop-nosed fuse­ 
lage, the British-French super­ 
sonic airliner Concorde has all 
the trappings of the plane of the 
future. But 
buyer disinterest 
and technical problems have 
forced France to propose to the 
British that production be kept 
to four or five planes a year. 
That is about half the cadence 
of eight a year Concorde was 
supposed to have reached sev­ 
eral months ago. 


IN HOPE of improving Con­ 
corde’s 
sales 
record, 
the 
French have proposed a rela­ 
tively low-cost modification in 
the plane: extra fuel tanks to 
improve Concorde’s flight 
range 
But Reinhard Abra­ 
hams. technical director of Ger­ 
many’s Lufthansa, one of the 
airlines whose interest was sup- 
}H>sed to bo sparked by the 
proposed modification, already 
has told the Times of London 
that his company is still unim­ 
pressed. 


"The possibilities of improv­ 
ing the aircraft are very limit­ 
ed." he said. "If Concorde was 
not dead in the last year, it was 
definitely killed by the rapid 
expansion of fuel prices.” 


Sixteen Concordes already 
are on the assembly lines in 
England and France. Only nine 
are sold — all to the national 
airlines. Air France and British 
Airways. The world’s other ma­ 
jor airlines all have cancelled 
their options to buy. Only Iran 
and China are left, with five 
options between them. Labor 
union opposition may prevent 
the official scrapping of the 
plane, but neither France nor 
Britain can afford to continue 
to build Concordes unless some 
buyers turn up.

The proposal, the first major 
civil defense initiative since the 
home bomb shelter program in 
the early 1960s, was part of a 
massive annual report present­ 
ed to Congress yesterday on the 
military posture of the United 
States and the Soviet Union. 
The report also disclosed that 
the Soviet Union would have 
more submarine launched mis­ 
siles than the United States by 
this summer. However, the 
United States will still have 
three times more bombs and 
warheads, the report said. 
The 250 metropolitan areas 
which would be affected under 
the new civil defense plan were 
not named, but Schlesinger said 
pilot projects would begin in 
eight to 10 areas this summer. 
"Since it is quite possible that 
a period of intense crisis would 
occur before an attack, it may 
be feasible to relocate nones- 
sential personnel from cities 
and high risk areas during such 
a period." he said 
He gave no other policy rea­ 
sons for instituting a massive 
new civil defense plan 
Intelligence estimates con­ 
tained in the report said the 
Soviets would be able to send 
660 
missiles to sea by this 
summer, a 110 more than last 
year The Russians surpassed 
the United States in numbers of

Committee is expected to de­ 
cide tomorrow on a bill which 
could lead to the United States 
switching to voluntary use of 
the metric system of measures 
over the next decade. 
The bill would establish as 


national policy the gradual and 


voluntary introduction of the 
metric system now in use 
throughout most of the rest of 
the world. 
Under the measure, metric 


would be the predominant sys­ 
tem of measurement, but the 
commonly used methods adopt­ 
ed mostly from Britain would 
still be in effect, according to 
L E. Barbrow of the National 
Bureau of Standards. 
A board would be a appointed 


by the President to plan the 
changeover in the world’s only 
major industrial holdout from 
the metric community. 
Barbrow said the conversion 


could take about 10 years. 
The proposed voluntary 


switch is favored by many gov­ 
ernment and business leaders 
because it could bd made at 
only small or no extra cost, 
rather than the tens of billions 
of dollars that would be in­ 
volved in a speedy, mandatory 
change. 
Ford, General Motors. Inter­ 
national Business Machines, 
Honeywell. Caterpillar and In­ 
ternational H arvester are 
among the corporate giants al­ 
ready switching to metric mea­ 
surement. 
Much of the aerospace indus­ 
try with its big export business, 
the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration and phar­ 
maceutical companies have 


used the metric system for 
years. 


Ohio has even changed about 


40 signs on its interstate high­ 
ways to carry distances in kilo­ 
meters as well as miles, and 
some public works are under­ 
taken using only metric mea­ 
surements. 


Although most state have 


been slow to begin at the school 
level, California, Hawaii, Min­ 
nesota. Ohio. Maryland, Maine 
and Delaware have taken posi­ 
tive steps to include the metric 
system in school textbooks 
from now on. A bill is making 
its way through the Virginia 
General Assembly to lay down 


a metric development program 
in schools. 


The two-year-old state metric 
committee in Maine has asked 
the legislature for $100,000 to 
promote it in other ways. 


However, many other states 
have the same attitude as Con­ 
necticut where no action has 
been taken because, some offi­ 
cials say, a change is too far in 
the future. 


Larry Roderick, director of a 


fifth grade metric experimental 
training program in Danville. 
111., said “ Our biggest problem 
is educating the teachers them­ 
selves so they can educate the 
kids.”

The role of the Pope has 
separated the two churches for 
nearly 500 years since the re­ 
formers, despairing of changes 
in the office, went so far as to 
brand the papacy “ antichrist." 


At the heart of the agreement 


is the development of the idea 
of a “ Petrine function” to de­ 
scribe a “particular form of 
Ministry exercised by a person, 
office-holder or local church 
with reference to the church as 
a whole.”
